Heathenism is the product of per- 
verted free moral agency. It is a mat- 
ter of the sins of the parents being 
visited upon the children. 


The planet on which we live is not 
isolated from the rest of the universe. 
Astronomers know much about the in- 
fluence of other heavenly bodies upon 
our earth. 


In the second chapter of the book oF 
Matthew we read of three individuals 
who were called “wise men” because 
of their knowledge of the Gospel in the 
Stars. 


They journeyed “from the east” to ¥ 
the palace of the Roman ruler, and 
made inquiry concerning the coming 
of the Eternal Son into human flesh 
“for we have seen HIS STAR in the 
east, and are come to worship him.” 


Let it be noted in passing that the 
Bible contains much information re- 
garding other heavenly bodies. Take 
for instance Job 38:31, “Canst thou 


bind the sweet influences of Pleiades, 


or loose the bands of Orion?” 


Divine wisdom inspired early stud- 
ents of the heavens to describe the 
members of this group as doves. In 
star language they typify the Holy 
Spirit. “And Jesus, when he was bap- 
tized, went up straightway out of the 
water: and, lo, the heavens were open- 
ed unto him, and he saw the Spirit of 
God descending like a dove, and light- 
ing upon him.” 


The Student’s Commentary makes 
the following comment concerning Job 
88:31, ‘The ‘sweet iniluences’ of the 
.Pleiades are appealed to as a matter 


tof common knowledge at that time. 


Modern astronomers know but little 


about them.... 


“Recent scientists claim to have dis- 
covered that the largest of these stars 
forms a pivot around which the solar 
system revolves. When it is remem- 
bered that the Sun is more than three 
thousand billion miles away from the 
Pleiades, some idea is got of the amaz- 
ing ‘influence’ of these seven stars in 
swinging at the rate of more than 
150,000,000 miles a year in an orbit so 
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therefore known to ancients who under- 
stood the language of the stars. There 
has never been a time, since human 
life appeared on this planet, when the 
Maker has not revealed Himself to the 
members of His creation. 


Examples From Scripture 


That the ancients possessed spiritual 
light and “knew God”, is attested in 
the first chapter of Romans. “Because 
that, when they knew God, they glori- 
fied Him not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened.” (Romans 1: 21) 


The next two verses constitute one of 
the most tragic passages of Scripture 
in the entire Bible. They explain the 
origin of heathendom. The darkness of 
the heathen world today is the result 
of deliberate rejection of God, on the 
part of ancients who understood His 
revelations in the heavens. 


The Pleiades form a part of the 
constellation of Taurus. This beauti- 
ful star-group is first seen on the 
eastern sky in autumn. To the average 
eye, there are only seven stars in the 
series. But through a telescope, at 
least a hundred can be seen. 


Telescopes also show a_nebulosity 
among the Pleiades, cloud-like wisps 
resembling artistic draperies. 


The ancients interpreted these stars 
as beautiful maidens, changing from 
human form into doves. Those who 
charted the heavens at the dawn of 
human history, drew pictures of five 
of the seven stars already transform- 
ed into doves, one woman in process 
of changing and another (making a 
total of seven) yet to be changed. 


Modern science confirms Job’s des- 
cription of the “sweet influences” of 
this cluster of stars, the group being 
so situated as to have a beneficial ef- 
fect in many ways, upon our earth.

vast that one revolution occupies thous- 
ands of years to make, and yet with 
unvarying regularity and smoothness. 


“Thus this remote verse in what is 
generally accepted to be the oldest 
Book in the world, speaks of the in- 
fluences of these stars as a matter of 
every-day knowledge; and it is re- 
markable that the expression ‘sweet’ 
is employed—the very word which en- 
gineers use in describing the smooth 
working of complex machinery.” 


Age-End Prophecies 


As the pure, crystal-clear knowledge 
of the stars began to deteriorate 
through race degeneracy, in olden 
times, the rudiments took on the form 
of a distorted mythology. These my- 
thologies were finally handed down to 
ancient Greece, where they developed 
into numerous deities scattered through 
heavens—figments of warped

Another Los Angeles Voice 


Dr. Martin Luther Thomas, the na- 
tionally known radio preacher of Los 
Angeles, was quick to analyze the fore- 
going situation and come to close grips 
with the enemies of Christ. 


Being one of the nation’s leading 
authorities on the subject of Commun- 
ism, Dr. Thomas professes to see in the 
Senate proposal a deliberate attempt 
to paralyze red opposition. He also he- 
lieves that the true purpose is to sil- 
ence the fundamental Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 


I am just in receipt of a letter from 
Dr. Thomas in which he says: 


“The facts cencerning the drive of 
Jewish papers throughout the nation 
to close the U. S. mails against Chris- 
tian periodicals, briefly are these: 


“They have launched as clever and 
as subtle a movement as has never been 
put over in this nation to have Dick- 
stein and his group rush a bill through 
Congress under the guise of protecting 
the religious minorities from attack, 
but which in fact is aimed at suppres- 
sing all Christian literature including 
the New Testament being sent through 
the mails. 


“I felt that if we would take several 
hundred thousand petitions to Con- 
gress and lay them on the door of Con- 
gressional leaders that it might have 
some effect. 


“I should have a hundred thousand 
signatures ready to go forward by 
March first. Undoubtedly the Federal 
Council of Churches will enter into this 
scheme with the Jewish group and 
I believe with your tremendous hitting 
power that you should get into this 
thing at once.” 


Would Ban New Testament 


Dr. Thomas’ deductions regarding 
the New Testament being excluded 
from the mails are sound. Its numerous 
passages dealing with wicked, rebelli- 
ous and apostate Jews, would condemn 
it as anti-Semitic literature under 
the proposed law. 


If this un-American and anti-Chris- 
tian proposal has the backing of the 
White House, it can easily be stamped- 
ed through both houses of Congress. 
Once it reaches the statute books, in- 
comparable harm will be done to the 
Cause of Christ — while opposition to 
Communism will be practically render- 
ed impossible! 


Months would be required to have 
the law tested by the Supreme Court. 
And considering Roosevelt’s bitter at- 
titude toward the Court, who knows 
how much longer this body will be able 
to function adequately, as the guardian 
of our Constitutional rights and liber- 
ties?

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The Slaughter Continues 


As a native of Russia, who has 

lived under the Soviet re- 
gime, I can say that it is impos- 
sible to exaggerate regarding the 
suffering which Christians are 
enduring there. 


Articles like the one last month by 
Dr. Gerald B. Winrod entitled “The 
Slaughter of the Innocents”, recording 
the history of the martyrdom of Rus- 
sia’s people believing in God, are not 
inventions by fiction writers trying to 
surpass each other in producing horror 
stories.

shown in this extraordinary picture are 
mourning colonists of Blumenokt, South 
Russia, looking upon a grave covering 
the mutilated bodies of twenty-one 
fathers, brothers, husbands and sons! 


All slain in one single night by the 
vanguard of Russia’s Jewish-controlled 
Soviet army! 


“Of the farm buildings of Blumen- 
okt,” an eye-witness of the tragedy 
told me when I met him a few weeks 
later in the Crimea, “only half were 
spared by the fire. Owners, forced 
by guns and bayonets, were made to 
set fire to their homes. Then they 
were shot, and their bodies were tossed 
into the flames. 


“Eight men were thrown into a base- 
ment. Among them was our teacher 
who had been pleading for some farm- 
ers who were being tortured. Other 
farmers were hunted through the yards 
and the village streets. 


“Hermann Esau, you know him, you 
were in school with him,” my friend 
interrupted his narration, “couldn’t 
stand it any longer. He left his hid- 
ing place and went to the leader of the 
Red vandals. ‘Comrade’, he pleaded, 
‘have pity with us and the village. We 
are innocent, we have done no wrong 
but if you must have blood, take me! 
Shoot me; cut me to pieces; do what- 
ever you wish with me, but spare the 
lives of others, and the village’. 


“There you have it, you damned son 
of a dog,” was the answer given to your 
friend Hermann Esau by the comman- 
der, and a saber came down upon Her- 
mann’s head. A cry—another saber 
blow, and all was over. All we discov- 


ered of Hermann the next morning was 
a formless heap of flesh and bones. 


“Yes, and the eight men held in the 
basement, they killed them by throwing 
hand grenades into the cellar. Twenty- 
one lives were lost for something we 
did not do. Something we never could 
foresee, nor prevent.” 


Tortures Continue 


Our picture appearing on this page, 
shows the grave of the twenty-one 
martyrs of Blumenokt — “Victims of 
persecution; God-fearing, harmless peo- 
ple’—of the type concerning whom 
commissar Litvinov-Finkelstein will 
say: “Stubborn rich peasants opposing 
the new order”. 

The heartless leaders will tell us fur- 
ther: “In a war or revolution every- 
thing can happen. But those times are 
now over. Peace has been reigning for 
years.” 

This falsehood I denounce. I affirm 
that the persecutions are continuing 
now —daily. I declare that every 
twenty-four hours when the hands tick 
around the clock here in comfortable 
America, saints in Russia are being 
hurled into martyr’s graves. The hor- 
rors are as terrible today as any time 
since the revolution nineteen years ago. 


There seems to be no limit to the 
ability of the Moscow tyrants to tor- 
ture God’s people. My eyes become 
wet with tears, my throat chokes 
with sobs as I look upon my bleed- 
ing people—Christians, who are guil- 
ty of no wrong, but who by the very 
nature of their souls find it impos- 
sible to yield to the hard religion of 
atheism. 
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The photograph here, if viewed clos- 
er, will contradict the charges that the 
rulers bring against those whom they 
seek to destroy. No “rich” peasants 
would garb themselves the way these 
mourners are garbed. They were once 
well off, these Mennonite colonists of 
the Molotshna district, but they had 
been robbed repeatedly by the Soviet 
authorities before this massacre took 
place. 


And the revolution has been over for 
many years; peace is supposed to have 
been reigning for years in Russia. Ev- 
er since the remnants of General Wran- 
gel were driven out of the country in 
1921! 


“My Grandmother” 


How, then, can any one of the com- 
munists of Russia explain the facts 
given in No. 241 (1936) of the 
“Deutsche Zentralzeitung” (official 
newspaper issued by Russia’s Commun- 
ist Party for colonists of German ex- 
traction). 

The paper tells us that at the end of 
1936 the number of German colonists 
living in the Crimea (my own home 
region, a place near the Black Sea) was 
30,000. 

This very same region harbored 55,- 
000 colonists when Bolshevism took ov- 
er the reigns in Russia. In 1926, four 
years after famine and revolutionary 
war, the Soviets announced officially 
that 43,000 colonists had survived in 
the Crimea. And now, ten years of peace 
have passed, and the official Zentral- 
zeitung tells us that only 30,000 are 
left. 

What happened to the 25,000 others? 
Or taking into account the 12,000 who 
had vanished up to 1926,—where are 
the 13,000 who entered the period of 
the much hailed progress of the Soviet 
Union? 

Are they buried, or still starving 
with the millions who have been exiled 
to the barren lands of northern Russia 
and Siberia? Or are they toiling in 
the Ural region, somewhere near the 
place where the Soviet administration 
dumped off my grandmother, Mrs. 
Mary Ediger, a God-fearing lady, 
eighty-two years old when she was ex- 
iled? 

Mrs. Ediger lived in the heart of the 
Crimea. She was on her way to leave 
Russia; had reached Moscow already, 
and was waiting for her passport. 


Why was she, and with her, thousands 
of other emigrants suddenly grabbed, 
packed into box-cars like cattle, and 
sent back home? 


Why was she a few weeks laterpacked 
into another box-car, with her daugh- 
ter and three small grandchildren, and 
sent into exile to the woods of the Ural 
mountains? 


Wasn’t it enough that Mrs. Ediger’s 
son-in-law had been exiled into another 
place for ten years? Didn’t it suffice 
that the old matron and her daughter 
were exiled—did they have to be tor- 
tured while in the prison camps? 


Letter From a Relative 


On October 19th my aunt, the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Ediger wrote, and the let- 
ter got through without interruption. 
Here is a translation of what she says: 


“Life in the future will be still hard- 
er. A few friends just called and told 
us that those in authority do not mind 
to tell openly that for us, the exiles, 
no laws exist... . We are given nv 
rest. In the evenings we are forced to 
attend public meetings, and here we are 
told that the exiles will be driven to 
work until they fall down and die... . 
My daughter (a girl of seventeen) has 
to work today, though it is a Sunday 


“Everything has been taken away 
from us, and our children are deprived 
of schools and religion. We are ask- 
ing ourselves: what will become of our 
children? ... 


“We often are talking about the 
time Noah lived in, and wonder wheth- 
er the last days of this age have start- 
ed. Will our Lord Jesus come soon, 
and take us home?.... 


“Yes, these evil people can exile the 
leaders of our brethren; can destroy 
congregations, and destroy the houses 
of God—but the worshipping of God, 
which we are performing within our 
hearts, no one can prevent us from 
a 


“My husband has been convicted to 
ten years of exile. ... He is not per- 
mitted to be with us. ... We are here 
seven months now. We have had no 
word from my second son. He doesn’t 
know where we are. We wonder if 
he is alive. . .”

These are only excerpts from one of 
the few letters that have been received 
from Mrs. Ediger’s daughter. They 
reveal a few of the horrors which are 
taking place, as witnessed today, and 
are typical of what is happening in the 
thousands of isolated camps located in 
Russia and Siberia.

Or would any Soviet official deny 
that things like that, and worse, hap- 
pened at railroad post No. 8 near the 
town of Nadeshdinsk in the Tagil dis- 
trict of the Ural region? 


Would any one be permitted to in- 
vestigate just how many graves of 
matrons besides those of Mrs. Ediger, 
Mrs. Hiebert, Mrs. Epp, all from the 
Crimea, and all past eighty—that could 
be found at this and other places? 


Will the Soviet government deny 
that the sole crime of these people con- 
sisted in going to Moscow to ask for 
official and legitimate permission to 
leave the country? Can the Soviet gov- 
ernment disprove that it permitted 
rumors to spread which stated that 
people would not be hindered if they 
wished to leave Russia? 


That in the winter 1929 and 1930, 
more than 20,000 people came to Mos- 
cow to seek permission to leave Rus- 
sia?

facilities existed? That water was 
given to the exiles in such small quan- 
tities that the thirsty children were 
licking the frost-covered window panes 
to wet their tongues? 


And has the Soviet government for- 
gotten that it sent its propaganda 
agents to meet these transports when 
they passed the Moscow railroad sta- 
tions; to assemble crowds around these 
box-cars, to point to the victims of 
Bolshevistic terror, and to explain 
brazenly: “These here, are true colon- 
ists and patriots! They are going in- 
to Siberia and into the swamps of the 
Arctic to create a new culture!” 


The slaughter of the innocents, suck 
as I have pictured above, is going on 
today, this very minute! 


As late as June 1936, after the new 
“constitution” had been announced, the 
government of Stalin, Litvinov-Finkel- 
stein, and Kaganovitch used the term 
“resettled” (a substitute for the some- 
what odorous phrase “exile”) to de- 
scribe the moving of 18,000 colonists of 
German and Polish descent into Kasak- 
stan, Central Asia.

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Is The Gentile Age Closing?

BY the term “Gentile Age’ we 
mean what the Scriptures call 
the “Times of the Gentiles.” 


The phrase is found only once in the 
Bible. This fact does not detract in 
any way from its significance, for it 
was mentioned by the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and words used by Him are al- 
ways important and full of meaning. 


The twenty-first chapter of Luke, 
speaking of the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, He said: “They shall fall by the 
edge of the sword, and shall be led a- 
way captive into all nations: and Je- 
rusalem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gen- 
tiles be fulfilled.” 


The word “they”, used here, refers 
to the Jews. Our Lord is saying that 
their city, Jerusalem, would be destroy- 
ed; their land, Palestine, left desolate, 
and they themselves scattered among 
all nations, and that this situation 
would continue until the “Times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.” 


Thus we see that the Lord antici- 
pated a period when the Jews would be 
wanderers among the nations, and with- 
out a national home. 


The prophet Jeremiah reckoned with 
this period: “And will deliver them to 
be removed to all the kingdoms of the 
earth, to be a curse, and an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, and a reproach, 
among all the nations whither I have 
driven them.” 


“A curse, an astonishment, an hiss- 
ing, and a reproach”—this is the pen- 
alty paid for the disobedience of these 
ie who turned their backs upon 

od. 


How Jews are Saved 
The word Gentiles is derived from 
“gens,” meaning “peoples” or “na- 
tions”. Scripturally, humanity is di- 
vided into three classes—Jews, Gentiles 
and the Church of Christ. 


In Christ there is neither Jew nor 
Gentile. “Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumcision nor uncircumci- 
sion, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free: but Christ is all, and in all.” Co- 
lossians 3:11. 

Paul’s attitude toward the Jewish 
people in their present spiritually un- 
regenerate state is summed up in Ro- 
mans 10:1-3 “Brethren, my heart’s de- 
sire and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved. For I bear 
them record that they have a zeal of 
God, but not according to knowledge. 
For they being ignorant of God’s right- 
eousness, and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, have not sub- 
mitted themselves unto the righteous- 
ness of God.” 

The apostle shows unmistakably, in 
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the same chapter, that the Jew must 
come to Christ in the same way as the 
Gentile: “That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made un- 
to salvation. ... For there is no dif- 
ference between the Jew and the Greek: 
for the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him.” Romans 10: 
9) 105. 22: 


Toward the close of the chapter Paul 
refers to the statement of Isaiah re- 
garding the sins and spiritual blindness 
of Israel, thus showing clearly that 
the Jews have need of a Savior to open 
their eyes and impart regenerating life 
to their individual hearts: “But Esaias 
is very bold, and saith, I was found 
of them that sought me not; I was 
made manifest unto them that asked 
not after me. But to Israel he saith, 
All day long have I stretched forth 
my hands unto a disobedient and gain- 
saying people.” Romans 10:20-21. 


Israel’s Apostasy 


Aside from the twice-born souls who, 
through regeneration, have become 
members of the body of Christ, all who 
are not the physical descendants of 
Abraham are Gentiles. It matters not 
their national name or language—they 
are Gentiles. 


When God, because of their sin and 
disobedience, set aside the Jewish na- 
tion, He placed world government in 
the hands of the Gentiles. From that 
day, to the present hour, the right to 
rule has been in Gentile hands, and wiil 
continue until the “Times of the Gen- 
tiles be fulfilled.” 


When did the Gentile Age begin? It 
began with the captivity of the Jews by 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon. 


God had originally chosen the chil- 
dren of Abraham to be a unique people. 
They were the Israelites, “to whom per- 
taineth the adoption, and the glory, and 
the covenants, and the giving of the 
law, and the service of God, and the 
promises; Whose are the fathers, and 
of whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, who is over all, God blessed for- 
ever.” Romans 9:4, 5. 


By special, divine arrangement, they 


were given these solemn obligations, 
and a land where they could dwell safe- 
ly. The provision was that they should 
obey His laws, and abide in His cove- 
nants. This they promised, but utter- 
ly failed to do! 


They were also warned that if they 
failed to keep God’s laws, and walk in 
His statutes, they would be driven from 
their land and scattered among all na- 
tions, where, God said, “Thou shalt 
find no ease, neither shall the sole of 
thy foot have rest: but the Lord shall 
give thee there a trembling heart, and 
failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind.” 


All this has been literally fulfilled. 


Having set aside the Jew, God took 
up, and began dealing with, the Gentile. 
World dominion was placed into Gen- 
tile hands. 


This does not mean that God is 
through with the Jéw, or that Israel 
is cast off forever. 


Apostate Jews today, still cherish a 
deep feeling of egoism that they are 
superior to other races and think they 
have the right to overthrow Gentile 
governments and take to themselves the 
rulership of the world. They are try- 
ing to realize this goal through inter- 
national Communism. 


When they attempt to do this, they 
are fighting against the unalterable de- 
cree of Almighty God. 


God will again deal with the Jew 
after he repents of his sins. A remnant 
of Israel will eventually be gathered 
out of all lands and brought into prop- 
er relationship with God, but for the 
present, the race as a whole remains in 
spiritual darkness. 


The prophecies have much to say a- 
bout Israel’s final conversion. This 
will occur when the Jew turns his heart 
to the Lord and accepts the rejected 
Messiah. 


Atheistic, Communistic Jews, who 
persist in their rebellion against God, 
and engage in the persecution of Chris- 
tians, will perish the same as Atheis- 
tic, Gentile Communists, in the awful 
slaughter of Armageddon. 


Viewing the Ages 


The Gentile Age will come to an end, 
We have the infallible word of our Lord 
that it shall be so! Are we now near- 
ing the time of the end? 


In considering this question it.is nec- 
essary to briefly call attention to the 
dream of King Nebuchadnezzar as re-

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corded in the book of Daniel. In this 
vision the Babylonian Monarch saw a 
gigantic metal image of a man. 


This image had a head of gold, breast 
and arms of silver, thighs of brass, 
legs of iron, and feet part iron and part 
clay. 


Here we have a prophetic picture of 
Gentile world dominion. It began with 
Nebuchadnezzar. Daniel said: “O king 
thou art a king of kings. Thou art the 
head of gold.” 


Then follows successive rulers and 
governments represented by the differ- 
ent parts of the image. The breast and 
arms were Medo-Persia; the thighs 
represented Greece and the legs refer- 
red to the Roman Empire. 


The Roman government represented 
by the legs of iron was predicted to 
pass away but would later be revived 
as a government of part iron and part 
clay, represented by the feet and toes 
of the image. 


The great imege stretches down 
through the ages from the beginning 
of Gentile rule to its end. 


The king beheld until he saw a stone 
cut out of the mountain without hands. 
This stone struck the image in the feet 
and broke it to pieces. “Then was the 
iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and 
the gold, broken to pieces together, and 
became like chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth.” Daniel 2:35. 


The destruction of the image typifies 
the catastrophic climax of Gentile rule. 
Of course the stone which struck and 
destroyed the image typifies the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and the kingdom which 
“filled the whole earth” is the millen- 
nial kingdom over which He will rule 
when He returns King of kings and 
Lord of lords. 


It is important to bear in mind that 
the stone will strike the image, NOT on 
the head, nor on the body, nor on the 
legs, BUT IN THE FEET. 


This clearly shows that when the 
Lord comes to set up His millennial 


kingdom it will mark the end of the 
Gentile age, or the close of the “Times 
of the Gentiles.” 


Entering the Feet 


That the world today is in the period 
represented by the feet, no informed 
Bible student will deny. The ten toes 
of iron and clay may not yet be fully 
formed, but the time of their consum- 
mation is certainly near at hand. 


Do international events indicate that 


the Gentile Age has about run its 
course? 
The world today is sick. It is not 


only in distress, but in such perplexity 
that statesmen do not know the way 
out. Earth’s wisest men are impotent 
before the present appalling crisis. The 
nations are in confusion. The stoutest 
hearts tremble. Economists are simply 
going in circles. 


Orderly government has been dis- 
carded. Anarchy and chaos exist where 
peace and tranquility once were found. 
Black clouds, pierced by forked, jagged 
lightning, betoken the soon breaking of 
the awful storm. The people of earth 
have forgotten God; they have sown to 
the wind and are now reaping a whirl- 
wind. 

Lawlessness everywhere! Menin high 
places have the contempt and disregard 
for law. “Trucebreakers”, (II Tim.3:3), 
“covenantbreakers” (Romans A231), 
and men “betraying one another.” 
(Matthew 24:10). 


Dictators gain their power and seats 
by the lawless exercise of brute force. 
They honor the “god of forces”. 

They set up governments by mob 
rule instead of governments based up- 
on law and order. The rights and lib- 
erties of the masses of people are thus 
destroyed. Treaties are but “scraps of 
paper.” International laws are repud- 
iated. 

Our own President demands that 
Congress pass measures even though 
doubt exists as to the Constitutionality 
of those measures. Thus he disregards 
that Constitution which he swore, with 
his hand on the Bible, to uphold and 
defend. 

As we write these words, the 
Los Angeles Times lies before us with 
black headlines: “Europe Now Greatest 
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Armed Camp in History ... . Soldiers

There are 1,500,000 more 
men under arms now than in 1914 when 
the most terrible war in history broke 
out.” 


It looks like the world is heading for 
Armageddon in the near future. Lis- 
ten to the words of God’s prophet:

Prepare war, wake up the mighty men, 
let all men of war draw near; let them 
come up: Beat your plowshares into 
swords, and your pruninghooks into 
spears: let the weak say, I am strong. 
Assemble yourselves, and come, all ye 
heathen, and gather yourselves round 
about.” Joel 3:9-11. 


Are the “Times of the Gentiles” com- 
ing to an end? The only sensible ans- 
wer is a positive and emphatic YES!

Lord, what shall be the end of these 
things?” The wonderful Word leaves 
no doubt.

“ AWAKE, O north wind; and 

come, thou south ; blow upon 
my garden, that the spices there- 
of may flow out. Let my beloved 
come into his garden, and eat his 
pleasant fruits.” Song of Solomon 
4:16. 


These are the words of the Bride, the 
Church, to the Bridegroom, the Lord 
Jesus. The picture described by these 
words is beautiful beyond description. 


Solomon sees the church as the Bride 
of the Lord Jesus. Notice the invitation 
— let my beloved come into his garden 
and eat his pleasant fruit. Notice, it 
is His garden and His pleasant Fruit. 
What a beautiful picture this is... The 
Church, the Garden of God, invites the 
Son of God to come in and partake of 
its fruits. 


The Bible is filled with Garden Stor- 
ies from Genesis to Revelation. And, if 
the Church is true to God, then the 
word garden is a beautiful word with 
which to describe their relationship to 
God. 

Jesus loved a Garden. You will re- 
member how on His Resurrection Morn- 
ing the women who came early to the 
sepulchre thought He was the gardener. 


But now, there are a few things 
about a garden that we may have for- 
gotten about. Remember a garden was 
not always a garden. A garden is a 
reclaimed place. This earth was once a 


garden, but because of sin briars 
and weeds the world became a 
wilderness. A garden is not only a re- 


claimed place, but it takes hard work 
and great sacrifice to reclaim it. Have 
you ever seen a garden in the woods 
with the rocks and trees and brush ail 
pushed back out of the way? If you 
have, then you know that it took lots 
of hard work and sacrifice to make that 
garden possible. 


Solomon, in our Scripture, speaks of 
the Christian as the garden of God. 
We need to remember that it cost God 
a lot to reclaim His garden.

Why I Wrote “Moody 
Still Lives” 


By Arthur Percy Fitt 


a last time D. L. Moody left 
Northfield © (Massachusetts), in 
October 1899, I drove over to the depot 
with him. 1. was in the horse-and-bug- 
gy era, and thé two-mile drive gave us 
time to talk about the cireulation of 
his written messages, a publishing ven- 
ture of which I was editor, while he of 
course was the moving spirit. 


Among other proposals I wanted him 
to let me prepare a brief, popular story 
of his life and work. At first he said 
“NO” decidedly. He had for years 
avoided everything that looked like 
publicity of himself. He would never 
sit for a photograph! That was before 
the day of kodaks. 

Nor had he ever allowed his name to 
be attached to any school building, not 
even to a chapel erected in honor of 
his 60th birthday (1897) at Mount Her- 
mon School. But ‘when I pointed out 
that there was no book telling about 
his schools and conferences, and only 
one unauthorized “Life” that had been 
issued about twenty years previously, 
he finally gave a grudging consent to 
go ahead, but let him see it first! 


Little did we think that in two 
months his life work would be ended! 


He died December 22, 1899. I had 
— Turn To Page 12. 
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been his “ghost-writer” the seven years 
previous, and had compiled and edited 
all his books published in that time, 
so he trusted me to do the work well. 
Now I immediately wrote a “Shorter 
Life,” which was published by the Bible 
Institute Colportage Association in 
February 1900. From that time I 
collected and preserved everything I 
could get about Mr. Moody from all 
over the world. 

For the past four or five years I 
have counted on the centennial of his 
birth on February 5, 1937 as probably 
the last great opportunity, we of this 
generation may have, to revive an ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Moody and a seri- 
ous knowledge of the Scriptural con- 
victions that made him so useful in the 
cause of Jesus Christ. 


His elder son William Revell Moody, 
who had written the official family 
“Life” in 1900, rewrote the story of his 
father in 1930 in the light of the thirty 
years that had elapsed. Those two 
large and invaluable volumes, now out 
of print, left room for a brief popular 
volume to bring home the personality 
and labors of Mr. Moody in a realistic 
and vivid way to the generations that 
have been born since he died. 


It was urged upon me that I was 
especially fitted by training and 
personal acquaintance and inside ex- 
perience to prepare such a tribute. I, 
who had been his confidential secretary 
the last seven years of his life, his 
companion most of the time, and his 
son-in-law. 

Now, as I think back upon it, Mr. 


Moody has never been dead to me— 
only absent. Thoroughly imbued with 
his convictions regarding the Bible, and 
with his aims and methods in his 
schools and conferences as well as in 
his own evangelistic meetings, I have 
become more and more firmly con- 
vinced during the passing of the years 
of his spiritual insight, his common 
sense, his absolute rightness, his clear 
vision, his power with God and man; 
and that the faith for which he stood 
was never more needed than today. 


Not only was I thus favored more 
than any living person, but I have ac- 
cess to an abundance of factual ma- 
terial covering his whole life available 
to no one else. 

I do not mean books and clippings 
which others may also have, though 
not in such rich profusion, but original 
documents which no biographer has 
ever seen. My wife, Mr. Moody’s only 
daughter, was his eldest child, and she 
accompanied him and her mother on 
evangelistic campaigns ail through her 
childhood and her teens, and more or 
less until she married. She thus had 
personal experiences which no one else 
ever had, and has letters from her par- 
ents which of course are unique. 


Her recollections of the great cam- 
paigns in the British Isles in 1873-5 
and again in 1881-4, as well as in the 
large cities on this continent in the 
’70’s_ and ’80’s, are exclusive and 
precious. I have had her help in verify- 
ing dates and other details, and in new 
matter never before published. 


Needless to say, I have been able to 
use only a fraction of all this exclusive 
matter in “Moody Still Lives.” 





Mussolini And The Near East In Prophecy

FUTURE history will record 
1936 as being a year of grim 
tragedies in Palestine and Syria. 


This will ring true not alone because 
of the painful events which occurred 
in these sister countries, but because 
of the grave background which the 
symptomic revolts portray. 


Well may the thoughtful, informed 
leaders of nations express alarm over 
the situation in the Near East. For, 
with the daily growth of international 
complications in distracted Europe, 
comes the threat of Pan-Arabianism 
to resist with arms further interference 
from exterior nations. 


The Arab Background 
The civilized Arabs, as well as the 
semi-civilized, believe that they have 
passed beyond the prescribed period of 
their tutelary control by foreign 


powers, and are now fully able to 
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govern themselves. 


The non-civilized Arabs visualize 
serene isolation as the ideal state; the 
civilized and semi-civilized believe that 
Pan-Arabianism is capable of self- 
government in consonance with the 
standards of Western culture and 
usages of Parliament. 


All twelve border states surrounding 
the vast unknown Arabia constitute 
less than one-half the total area of the 
entire Peninsula. All having navigable 
sea outlets have yielded in greater or 
less measure to Western influence by 
commercial contact with the outside 
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world—especially is this true of 


Palestine, Syria and Iraq. 


The greater portion of Arabia proper 
remains an unexplored mystery, and 
perhaps knows nothing about Pan- 
Arabianism or the Nationalist Bloc, and 
would undoubtedly take little interest 
in it if they did know. They still live in 
happy isolation; they have no genuine 
sympathy for the civilized Arabs, re- 
garding them as traditional and re- 
ligious heretics. 


The predatory Arabs of the desert 
will enlist in any revolt offering cither 
stipend or chance of pillage levelled 
against the native states or foreign 
powers. 


The most important bordering States 
are Palestine, Syria and Iraq which 
have yielded in a most striking man- 
ner to Western ingress and civilization 
since the World War ended. Their chief 
cities have changed as if by magic. 
Commerce augmented by modern means 
of locomotion has increased by over 
500 per cent. 


All the main highways in Palestine 
and Syria have been macadamized and 
covered with standard street asphalt. 
Automobile and truck sales have al- 
ready passed the million mark. The 
civilized Arabs thirst for self-rule on 
democratic lines (that is, the older 
generation) while callow youth strives 
energetically for the more popular rule 
of dictatorship. 


The more civilized Arab states have 
therefore become the hot-bed of intri- 
gue and political discord. The number- 
less tribes of Arabia Peninsula have 
no politics, and therefore are not easily 
inflamed over mere political issues; 
their religion is static and weak, and 
practically only race hatred enters 
strongly into their considerations. 

In this respect they differ greatly 
from the fanatical Moslems of the civi- 
lized states who are prone to make re- 
ligion an issue when current politics 
loses weight. 


What About Palestine? 


Boycotting, sabotage, acts of violence 
and rapine, to the Eastern mind are 
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considered as quite appropriate means 
of securing redress for grievances. 
Even in the ordinary routine of life, 
trifles are made the ground for expres- 
sions of unbearable grief, or, if borne, 
it is with a vibrating sense of martyr- 
dom. 

To the intelligent, law-abiding West- 
erner, accustomed to methods of 
patient diplomacy, the explosive tactics 
of the Easterner appears as prima 
facie evidence that the Arab mentality 
is deficient in those qualities, such as 
prudence and equity, necessary for the 
maintenance of staple government. 


Certain writers have given currency 
to the statement that the Palestine re- 
bellion of recent weeks was fomented 
by Iragian agents. Although the rebels 
had many supporters in Iraq, as well 
as in other Arab countries, the actual 
origin of the trouble lay in the fact of 
long-standing hatred of the Jews and 
the determination at this ripened mo- 
ment to express it. 


Threats and counter-threats now 
blossomed into violence. Daily reprisals 
followed; and when the current of rage 
once broke banks, the public mind 
simply reacted to the fixed sentiments 
of the races involved. The Arabs, 
Moslems and Christians alike, now 
aimed to demonstrate in a fashion to 
impress Britain and the world with the 
necessity of recognizing the validity of 
their plea, viz.; annulling of Balfour 
Decree; suspension of Jewish immigra- 
tion; and expulsion of non-assimilable 
Jews from Palestine. 


It was claimed that Jews in armed 
insolence had provoked the unarmed 
Arabs to vigorous measures of defense, 
and that British authorities in Pales- 
tine had passively acquiesced to these 
disturbing conditions. 


At this inceptive period of the re- 
bellion, the Arab community of Pales- 
tine determined to “agitate and boy- 
cott” strenuously until the atmosphere 
of Palestine should have been cleared 
of all Jewish and pro-Jewish influence. 
The flame of this boycott spread over 
Asiatic and Mediterranean countries, 
and wrought havoc with capitalistic in- 
vestments in Palestine. 


In attempting control of the rising 
turbulence (which could have been 
checked easily in previous years by a 
very modest show of military strength), 
the British High Commission found 
that the disorders developed rapidly in- 
to determined war-like resistance. 


It grew daily more dangerous and 
destructive, as force was applied to 
suppress it. The world now knows the 
history of the uprising, BUT FEW, 
HOWEVER, KNOW OF THE SUB- 
VERSIVE INFLUENCES THAT 
WERE ALL THE TIME WORKING 
UNDERNEATH the politics of the 
Near East, which were taking advant- 
age of the situation in Palestine with 
a view of moulding its future. 


Prophetically the “time of revealing” 
has come to the children of God. They 
Bought, Sold 
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should know what is taking place in 
the land of the Bible. It is naturally a 
very important theme to them, reali- 
zing as they do that the most stupend- 
ous events of history lie just in the 
future. 


But one must be cleansed from all 
political bias to see clearly what God 
intends to permit in this closing period 
of Gentile supremacy. 


“Behold, the name of the Lord 
cometh from far, burning with his an- 
ger, and the burden thereof is heavy: 
his lips are full of indignation, and his 
tongue as a devouring fire. And his 
breath as an overflowing stream, shall 
reach to the midst of the neck, to sift 
the nations with the sieve of vanity: 
and there shall be a bridle in the jaws 
of the people, causing them to err.” 
Isaiah 30:27, 28. 

The foregoing prophecy is simply a 
detailed statement of the manner of 
executing the prophecy of Jesus (Luke 
21:25) “upon the earth distress of na- 
tions, with perplexity,”—the actual 
condition of the world at the present 
time. 


The Palestinian political leaders also 
cherished a hope that the months of 
demonstrated grievance would bring 
them independence from British Man- 
datory control and the acquirement of 
national status equal to or superior to 
that of Iraq, Egypt, or Syria. 

The Royal Commission, enquiring in- 
to the causes of the uprising, has not 
brightened these hopes. What would be 
the main reason for denying independ- 
ence to Palestine? 


Arabs Lack Inherent Qualities 


The lack of inherent qualities in the 
Arab, that would go to insure success 
in matters of government, is to a great 
extent responsible for the distrust on 
the part of the Western nations and 
the reluctance of the Mandatory pow- 
ers to terminate all control of the Near 
East by granting an absolute indepen- 
dence under treaty promise of future 
non-interference. 


There is an _ understanding on 
the part of most of the European 
powers, as to what would be the 
result were the Mandate of Pales- 
tine to be withdrawn, as has been the 
case (provisionally) with Iraq, Egypt 
and Syria. The recent startling events 
in Baghdad, Beirut and Tripoli would 
be dim in the public eye compared to 
what would take place in Jerusalem. 


One need not be particularly astute 
to fathom what would happen, as orig- 
inating from Arab sources—something 
more tragic than merely throwing off 
Western influence, to be sure. 


But stronger motives than fear of 
Eastern resistance of Western culture 
and reform, or of religious massacres, 
is that of the impending struggle of 
vival European powers for the control 
of the Holy Land and the gateway of 
the East. 


Three nations—Italy, Germany, and 
Russia, are visualizing Palestine as a 
pawn in the coming conflict, for which

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F some one you met for the first time made 
the mistakes in English shown above, 
what would you think of him? Would 

he inspire your respect? Would you be in- 
clined to make a friend of him? Would you 
care to introduce him to others as a close 
friend of yours? 


These errors are easy for you to see. Per- 
haps, however, you make other mistakes 
which offend other people as much as these 
would offend you. How do you know that 
you do not mispronounce certain words? 
Are you always sure that the things you 
say and write are grammatically correct? 
To you they may seem correct, but others 
may know they are wrong. 


Unfortunately, people will not correct 
you when you make mistakes; all they do 
is to make a mental reservation about you. 
“He is ignorant and uncultured,” they think. 
So you really have no way of telling when 
your English offends others.

the stage is already set. 


There is no pretense of concealment 
of the ultimate object of each of these 
three nations, for it has already been 
tabulated upon the war schedules of 
these respective countries. The pawn 
is to include Syria as well as Palestine, 
with the hinterland of the Near East 
as a secondary objective, when the 
first shall have been duly won. 


In the final struggle for supreme 
control of the Holy Land, the world 
will witness the rise to power of the 
Beast of Revelation 17:11-13, a char- 
acter identical to the military “horn” 
of Daniel 7:20.21, and the god-king of 
Daniel 11:20-45. It will be a time of 
terrible trial for the saints (Rev. 13: 
15; Dan. 7:21; and 11:35). 


It will be a time of supreme trial for 
the whole habitable world. (Dan. 7:23).

Mussolini, the Peer of Strategists 


It is small concern to Mussolini 
which way the political weather vane 
points at present; he is reasonably 
sure of Egypt as the covering stake in 
his prize-winning of the future. “He 
shall stretch forth his hand also upon 
the countries: and the land of Egypt 
shall not escape.” Dan. 11:42,43. 


His confidence of success in the con- 
quests of the future transcends all ex- 
isting treaty obligations. 


Great Britain’s recent surrender to 
the demands of Egypt has been a great 
mystery to a large portion of the 
thinking world. There is still much un- 
certainty as to the “status of provi- 
sional independence” granted to Egypt 
by Great Britain in the Autumn of 
1936. It was believed in political cir- 
cles that Egypt’s present joy was a 
source of secret exultation to the Ro- 
man superman. 


But Mr. Baldwin, the Prime Minis- 
ter of England, in the House of Com- 
mons, explained that the British policy 
toward Egypt, the Suez Canal and Pal- 
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estine, was this: “His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment notified the foreign Powers, 
including Italy, on March 22nd, that 
they had decided to terminate the Pro- 
tectorate over Egypt and that they re- 
cognized the country as a Sovereign 
Independent State. In so notifying 
the Powers, H. M. Government made it 
clear in unmistakable terms that they 
would regard as an unfriendly act any 
attempt at interference in the affairs 
of Egypt by any Power, and that they 
would consider any aggression against 
the territory of Egypt as an act to be 
expelled by all means at their com- 
mand.” 


And the Prime Minister added: “H. 
M. Government are responsible for the 
administration and protection of Pales- 
tine in accordance with the terms of 
the Mandate, and intend to discharge 
that responsibility to the full.” 


Although Italy has made overtures 
of peace and expressed a desire for a 
“gentleman’s agreement” with Great 
Britain there stands out in strong con- 
trast the “peace speech” which 
Mussolini made on October 25th, in 
which he stressed the nature of the 
peace he would offer the world: 


“T hold out an olive branch,” he cried, 
“but it is one which springs from a 
forest of 8,000,000 bayonets.” Then 
Mussolini passed to a less formidable 
theme—to that of the new empire, the 
improved status of Italy, and finally 
to future grave responsibilities and 
formidable problems, which he _ said 
would be victoriously confronted by 
Fascist Italy. 


He said: “It is the spirit which mas- 
ters all things material; it is the spirit 
which stands behind the bayonets and 
the guns; it is the spirit which creates 
holiness and heroism; it is the spirit 
which gives victory and glory to na- 
tions which deserve it, like ours.” 


Then again on the 28th of October, 
at the fifteenth anniversary of the 
March on Rome, the day was hailed 
as marking the beginning of a new 
impulse on an empire basis. 


In some parts of the city the effect 
was startling in its reincarnation of 
Ancient Rome as it looked on a day of 
triumph. And everything centered on 
the all-dominating presence of Signor 
Mussolini. 


Addressing an enormous crowd in 
the Palazzo Venezia, he declared: 
“Your will is tempered like the steel of 
your sword blades. Your faith is such 
that Italy throws itself against all 
obstacles and burns its boats behind 
it. The Italian people are today stand- 
ing firm as never before, ready to de- 
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fend the empire and victory with all 
a Strength until the last drop of 
ood.” 


Perhaps no thorough Bible student 
will be deceived by the so-called 
“gentleman’s agreement” between 
Italy and Great Britain. The dominat- 
ing impulse of the Superman is not re- 
ducible by any form of diplomacy. 


The passion for empire building has 
become supreme in his nature, and no 
treaties of peace now acceptable to 
him will be respected in future, if they 
be found to counter his imperialistic 
aims. In his annexation speech of May 
9th, Mussolini revealed the purpose for 
which he had taken up the sword. 


He said: “All knots have been cut by 
my shining sword. The Italian people 
have created with their blood an Em- 
pire which they will make fecund with 
their blood. HAIL AFTER FIFTEEN 
CENTURIES THE RESURGENCE OF 
THE EMPIRE ON THE FATED 
HILLS OF ROME.” 


To the ancient Romans, the Medi- 
terranean was mare nostrum—“our 
sea.” To Fascista Rome of today, 
“mare nostrum” is a trumpet call! 


To just what extent Mussolini be- 
lieves himself competent for the work 
of restoring the Roman Empire is re- 
flected in the huge statue which Rome 
is erecting to commemorate Fascism 
and Mussolini. It will tower high over 
the city’s skyline, outdoing in size 
every colossus of myth and history. 


Consummate Vanity 


Set on a hill on the western side of 
the city, the statue will in point of 
height dwarf St. Peter’s Cathedral by 
no less than 242 feet. It will be clearly 
visible from the Mediterranean, and 
will stand out as a landmark in Rome, 
as the Eiffel Tower does in Paris. 


Details of the work remain unaltered. 
The gigantic bronze figure is that of 
an athlete swathed in a lion’s skin 
with a mask of a lion coming as a 
cap over the top of the head. The legs 
are planted astride, the right arm is: 
raised in salute and the left arm is 
also raised in a gesture of physical 
vigor. THE FACE IS MADE TO 
RESEMBLE THAT OF MUSSOLINI. 


A lift will be installed inside the 
colossus to carry passengers to the top 
of the new “wonder of the world.” Cun- 
ning windows are camouflaged in the 
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headpiece, which is as big as a house, 
from which the future generation may 
gaze on the splendor of Rome, the fu- 
ture Mistress of the world. 

“And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, 
and magnify himself above every god, 
and shall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods, and shall pros- 
per till the indignation be accomplish- 
ed: for that that is determined shall 
be done.” Dan. 11:36. 

“And he had power to give life unto 
the image of the beast, that the image 
of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would not wor- 
ship the image of the beast should be 
killed.” Rev. 13:15. 

“And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are 
not written in the book of life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world.” Rev. 18:8. ; 

Scriptures are replete with details of 
the character and function of the 
latter-day “man of destiny.” The de- 
scription is so clear that none need mis- 
take the identity of the man, neither 
fail in locating the scenes of his activi- 


ty. 


The prophecy that relates to his con- 
quest and usurpation of Bible lands is 
momentous, in view of the recent tragic 
events in Palestine and Syria. Italy’s 
masterly penetration into these forbid- 
den countries protected by powerful 
mandates, is startling. The Western 
world will hardly credit the nature and 
extent of this aggression, which the 
writer hopes to reveal in a succeeding 
comprehensive article in the very near 
future.

Did Paul Visit Britain?

HISTORY is God’s finger writ- 

ing on the screen of time. 
This does not mean that those 
who hold to that view are fatal- 
ists. 


God has a plan for His creation; 
time does not exist in two of the 
phases, or planes in which we think 
of time, i. e. the past and the future; 
it is forever the PRESENT with God 
for He compasses all things simul- 
taneously; He is Infinite, we are finite, 
and cannot compass all things at the 
same time; so we comprehend time in 
three dimensions, Present, Past, and 
Future. 


With Him, plans are present things 
in the process of creation. God does 
not see the Future because it is present 
with Him; only finite man thinks in 
terms of the Future. 


Historical Background 


On August 5th, in the year 55 B. C. 
the finger of God wrote on the sands 
of the seashore of the British Isles. 
On that date Caius Julius Caesar’s 
prows made their mark in the white 
sands close to Dover; the first written 
historical invasion of the British soil. 


This expedition of the great Roman, 
as far as he was concerned conscious- 
ly, had two purposes—the satisfaction 
of curiosity; a punitive expedition to 
fill the natives with fear of the Roman 
arms, 


Why did Caesar desire the latter? 
Because during his expeditions in Gaul, 
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at least two British armies had rein- 
forced their allies in France, and thus 
made the conquest of Gaul more diffi- 
cult. During the early part of that 
year, the “Second Silver Host’ of 50,- 
000 British soldiers had taken the field 
against Caesar in Gaul. Caesar al- 
ways considered the British the aggres- 
sors. 

The two nephews of Cassibelaunus 
commanded this “host”, and defeated 
and routed the proconsul Lucius 
Valerius Praeconinus. They put to 
flight the consul Lucius Manilius, and 
his whole army. It was this defeat 
that caused Caesar to make an expedi- 
tion against the Veneti and their navy, 
since they were the ones who transpor‘t- 
ed the British across the channel. 


When the Veneti were defeated, 
Caesar had a clear route to the Isles; 
but he was cautious, and not easily 
trapped. He left Potius Iccius (Wit- 
sand), near Calais, and crossed the 
English channel in two divisions. This 
little expedition lasted exactly fifty- 
five days, and during all this time 
Caesar was able to advance only seven 
miles from his camp upon the seashore 
at the point of disembarkation. 

We were told when we were children 
studying the Commentaries that Caesar 
never lost a battle. But that is just an- 
other one of those fanciful things, often 
taught, but not true. Caesar lost the 
battle here with the British; and they 
later attempted to storm his camp, but 
failed to take it. But the near success 
of the British caused Caesar to sail 
back to the continent as quickly as 
consistent with the dignity of himself 
and the Tenth Legion.

reprisal; so he planned and executed 
the Second Expedition against the 
British Isles the following year. 


This expedition crossed the Channel 
with more than a thousand ships and 
the army was destined to conquer the 
then known world on the fields of 
Pharsalia and Munda. It set sail 
from the same port as before on May 
10th 54 B. C. This campaign lasted 
exactly four months; peace being 
signed September 10th, at St. Albans. 


This is exactly seventy miles from 
the coast, the farthest point inland 
ever reached by Caesar. The treaty 
having been concluded, he moved from 
St. Albans to London where he was en- 
tertained by Cassibelaunus, who at 
that time was the British military dic- 
tator, or pendragon. 


The British Bards record this enter- 
tainment with great detail. Caesar, 
leaving not a Roman soldier behind in 
Britain, landed again on the continent 
morning of September 26th, 54 


This campaign was one of the mili- 
tary mistakes that the great command- 
er made, in spite of the fact that we 
were taught he never made any mis- 
takes. Both at Rome, and in Gaul, it 
was considered one of the supreme 
military blunders of all time. The 
Pompeian Party, the enemies of Cae- 
sar, made the most of it; and Lucan 
gives us the idea when he says: 


“Territa quaesitis ostendit terga 


Britannis”’. 


If we are to estimate the abilities of 
Cassibelaunus correctly, let us remem- 
ber that he kept at bay and arm’s 
length the military genius of all time; 
he kept from really penetrating the 
British Isles, the army that was des- 
tined to conquer the rest of the world. 


This feat remains unparalleled in 
British history. But it has in it a 
Divine purpose. There was to be one 
spot on the known earth that was not 
dominated by the Roman eagles; and 
in God’s providence the British Isles 
was that spot. For what purpose we 
shall later see. 


For nearly a century, to be exact 
ninety-seven years, no Roman ventured 
to set hostile foot upon British soil. 
Caesar did so only when there was no 
other enemy in the whole world against 
whom the entire Roman force might 
be turned. Rome hurled her entire re- 
sources against Britain when that na- 
tion was the last free nation in the 
known world. 
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Cassibelaunus reigned seven years 
after Caesar’s second invasion. His 
reign was then taken over by the son, 
who in turn sent his two sons to Rome 
to be educated, but in the status of 
hostages. These boys, Cynvelin and 
Llyr, were entertained in the palace of 
Augustus, and taught by the Emperor 
himself. 


Cynvelin later served in_ the 
German campaigns under Germani- 
cus. After these campaigns, he 


was called home to take the throne. 
Augustus attempted to interfere with 
the internal affairs of the Island; but 
in this he failed because, while the new 
king received the Roman Ambassadors 
with courtesy, he gave his old tutor to 
understand that he would brook no 
interference with his rule. 


British diplomacy won over the Ro- 
man’s bluff; and Rome even wrote new 
tariffs favorable to British commerce. 


Cynvelin (Cymbeline) ruled for thir- 
ty-five years. He was succeeded by 
his son, Cuiderius (Gwyddyr), while 
his younger son, Arviragus (Gwey- 
rydd) was made Duke of Cornwall, a 
royal dukedom. 


Llyr (Lear), brother of Cynvelin, 
had a son Bran, or Brennus, who was 
the father of Caradoc. This Llyr com- 
manded the British fleet when Augus- 
tus threatened to invade Britain. Au- 
gustus had taught him as well as his 
brother, the king. It was almost like 
father against sons, and sons against 
father. Diplomacy won, and war was 
averted. 


Bible Times 


In Rome, in the mean time, succes- 
sions were taking place. Tiberius suc- 
ceeded Augustus, ruling until 37 A. D. 
It was under his reign that One was 
crucified at Jerusalem, Who was des- 
tined to change the whole course of 
human history. 


Let us turn our attention to the city 
of Jerusalem one April morning 33 A. 
D. as our calendar now stands. 


We are in the Roman palace which 
forms a part of the Temple of Solomon, 
or more properly the Temple of Herod 
that stood upon the site of the Temple 
of Solomon. 

Here, this early part of the morning, 
we see two men in the judgment hall 
of the palace. They are alone, not even 
the Roman guards were within hear- 
ing distance. Just what was said be- 
tween the two, at this time, 
no one can hope to know. As they walk 
out upon the great platform before the 
palace, the Roman, a man known as 
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Pontius Pilate, was heard to ask the 
other “What is truth?” 


This was not.an idle or supercilious 
question. It was not a question asked 
by a superior, from a supposed inferior, 
merely for the purpose of displaying 
superiority or contempt. 


I am aware that such has been the 
general interpretation, but known 
facts, and subsequent events, prove that 
such supposition is entirely wrong. 


Pilate asked this question in all sin- 
cerity, hoping that the Man standing 
before him might be able to answer 
satisfactorily. Pilate was a highly 
educated man, a lawyer, a traveller; 
one who had been over the civilized 
world a bit, and undoubtedly had vis- 
ited the British Isles, and had become 
acquainted with the religion known as 
Druidism. 


The question was typically Druidis- 
tic. Did Pilate think that Jesus might 
be a Druid, and thus be able to answer 
the question? Or did Pilate conjecture 
that Jesus had probably come in con- 
tact with Druidism sufficiently to be 
able to give him some acceptable ans- 
wer? The point is that Pilate was ac- 
quainted with the Druidistic doctrines. 
Was Jesus? 


At least, Jesus answered Pilate’s 
question. Poor Pilate! had he had the 
courage of his convictions, how differ- 
ent would be his name in history today! 


Joseph Goes to England 


Again let us change the scene. Dark- 
ness, a supernatural blackness, unac- 
counted for, had been over the land. It 
was approaching the time of the set- 
ting of the sun, and the beginning of 
the Passover. 

We see by the cross on Golgotha sev- 
eral men and some women leaning so- 
licitously over a lowered body. They 
are carefully, though swiftly wrapping 
the body in a mantle. Among these 
men were Joseph of Arimathea, and 
Nicodemus. 

Jesus was to be laid in the tomb 
that Joseph had prepared for himself, 
a tomb in which no man had ever lain. 
Why was this man Joseph so interested 
in the one Who had been lowered from 
the cross? For the simple reason that 
he, Joseph, was the brother of Mary’s 
father, i. e. he was a second uncle to 
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Jesus. 


Joseph was destined never to lie in 
the tomb that he had prepared for 
himself; it was the will of God that 
it should be otherwise. Archaeologists 
are convinced that they now know the 
tomb, and the casual tourist may visit 
it in Palestine, but the body of its 
owner never reposed there. 


Joseph was a man of wealth. Christ’s 
burial in his tomb fulfilled Isaiah 53:9, 
“And he made his grave with the wick- 
ed, and with the rich in his death.” 
Thus, our Lord was actually buried in a 
rich man’s grave. 


Saul scon began his persecution of 
the Christians. He drove all of them out 
of Jerusalem except the Apostles even 
some of them seem to have fled from 
the relentless hand of the tormenter. 


This man Saul had the authority of 
the Sanhedrin behind him, i. e. the 
majority of the members, though there 
were some who would have no traffic 
with the persecution, and thus became 
martyrs to the cause of Christ. 


Among them was Stephen, the first 
Christian martyr who laid down his life 
in front of the gate which now bears 
his name. Undoubtedly Saul was the 
leader of the movement in the San- 
hedrin that motivated the persecution. 
This would be the natural conclusion 
from the later writings about himself 
in which he displays an infinite remorse 
of conscience. 


Among those compelled to flee the 
wrath and activity of Saul was Joseph 
of Arimathea, Lazarus, Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, the gentle John, who 
upon the commendation of Jesus from 
the cross took the place of Jesus in 
caring for her. 


Most of them fled to Ephesus, but 
Joseph, Lazarus, Mary and Martha, 
Maximin, and Marcella were invited to 
Britain by influential Druids after they 
had reached Marseilles in the year 38, 
or 39 A. D. They left Palestine during 
the year 35 A. D. and are no more 
mentioned in the Scriptures. 


The Acts of the Apostles states that 
all were scattered abroad from Judea 
except the Apostles; and the date of 
that dispersion according to the Vati- 
can Manuscript was A. D. 35. Thus 
there is a period of three years be- 
tween their expulsion from Palestine 
to the settlement in Britain. 


In 38, or 39 Joseph and his company 
settled- by invitation at Ynys Avalon, 
also known as Glastonbury. Here 
Joseph built the first church in the 
British Isles, the land being given them 
by Arviragus, the pendragon. 


This church was the mother-Church 
of Christianity in Britain. Here its 
where Joseph of Arimathea spent his 
last days, about thirty years in all, and 
died in the year 76 A. D. 


He was laid away in the circle of 
the church which he founded, and in all 
probability builded mainly with his own 
hands. The inscription on his tomb was 
touching, and at the same time, self- 
effacing, for it read: 


“Ad Britannos veni post Christum 
Sepelivi.” 


“Docui. Quievi.” 


“To Britain I came after I put Christ 
in the sepulcher.” 


“T taught. I have entered my rest.” 


William the Conqueror respected the 
church at Glastonbury as that founded 
by Joseph of Arimathea, when he com- 
piled the Domesday Book. It was ex- 
empted from taxes by him, and he re- 
marks that it had always been granted 
this kindness. 


The Druids 


How did it come to pass that the 
British accepted so readily, the doc- 
trines of the Christian missionaries? 
We know as a matter of profane his- 
tory that the British were Christians 
long before they were Romans, and 
that the Word had penetrated far 
beyond any region that had known the 
sway of the Roman Eagle. 


One of the Roman historians men- 
tions this fact—an historian whom 
every school boy reads at some stage 
of his course in Latin Literature— 
Tertullian. 


Was the religious faith of the peo- 
ples of Britain, and the western part of 
the continent somewhat the same in 
principle as the doctrines preached by 
the Christians? Let us examine the 
matter for a moment. 


The religion of Britain from time 
immemorial was known as Druidism. 
What were the underlying tenets of 
this faith? In order to give a compre- 
hensive view of the matter, and, at the 
same time, not take up too much space, 
let us summarize the Druidic Theology. 


It is generally thought that the form 
of religion called Druidism was found- 
ed by the Seth of the Mosaic genealogy, 
but in the language of the natives of 


the British Isles he was called Gwyddon 
Ganhebon. The date of this founding 
is assumed to have been ca. 3,903 B. C. 


Because the belief was established 
May 1st, of that year, and the equinox 
of that date occurred in the first point 
of Taurus, the milkwhite bull became. 
the symbol, or visible sacrament, of 
Druidism. 


The religion began to spread from 
its center in Asia, and was carried in- 
to Britain by one Hu Gadarn, a con- 
temporary of Abraham. Under the suc- 
cessor of Hu the religion became both 
the ecclesiastical and civil constitution 
in Britain. And, strange as it may 
seem, that form of constitution has 
survived among the people of the 
Islands to the present day. 


About 500 B. C. the civil laws were 
codified by Dunwal Moelmud, who was 
contemporaneous with Numa of the 
kingdom of Rome. Were there con- 
nections and communications between 
the countries at that time? Of course 
there were, and had been for nearly 
three thousand years. 


These Druidic laws have always been 
considered the basis of all British 
liberties. The civil laws were taught. 
both by written form and orally; but 
the theology was never committed to: 
the written form; memory was the on- 
ly factor depended upon. All the teach- 
ings are not available, but enough is 
known to give us a very general idea 
of the basic principles. 


They considered the universe infinite, 
being the body of the One Who created 
it out of Himself either by extension 
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or contraction, just as you please to 
try to understand the Infinite. 


The essence of this being is pure, 
mental light. As far as man is con- 
cerned, he is forced to apprehend Him 
under three different phases: (1) the 
creator of the past; (2) the savior of 
the present; (3) the re-creator of the 
future. 


This forms the Druidic Trinity re- 
spectively under the names, Beli, 
Taran, Esu or Yesu. This last name is 
easy to recognize in the old British 
tongue (Welsh) and has never assumed 
the Greek, Latin, or Hebrew form; but 
still remains Yesu. In regard to this 
Trinity, the Triads remark that: “There 
are three Primeval Unities, and more 
than one each cannot exist; One God: 
One Truth: and One Point of Liberty, 
where all opposites preponderate. 
Three things proceed from the Three 
Primeval Unities: All of life, All that 
is Good, and All Power.” 


Druidism believed in the resurrection 
of the dead, not spiritually, or sym- 
bolically, but bodily; also the idea of 
atonement through vicarious sacrifice. 


In 54 B. C. Caesar wrote: “The 
Druids make the immortality of the 
soul the basis of all their teaching, 
holding it the chief incentive and rea- 
son for a virtuous life.”” He also wrote: 
“The Druids teach that by no other 
way than the ransoming of a man’s life 
for the life of a man is reconciliation 
with divine justice of the immortal 
gods possible.” 


This was the Druid way of express- 
ing the idea of atonement and redemp- 
tion. The historian, Hume, remarks 
that “No religion has ever swayed the 
minds of men like the Druidic.” 


The Druids and the Israelites ex- 
pected the coming of a Messiah. The 
Israelites typified Him as the “Branch” 
of which the prophets spoke; the 
Druids typified Him with mistletoe, 
= they called Him “the Curer of all 
ills.” 


Their temples consisted of stone 
circles, stones that had never been 
touched by metal. The outstanding one, 
of course, is Stonehenge; but there are 
many smaller circles scattered over 
the whole known world. Usually in the 
center of these circles are to be found 
single stones, called the Llogan in the 
Welsh, or the STONE, which undoubt- 
edly is symbolical of the “Rock” which 
is Christ. 


Druidism and Christianity 


Dr. Petrie settled forever the notion 
that the Druidic religion offered human 
sacrifice upon its altars. He settled it 
emphatically in the negative. He had 
the temerity to lift the great altar 
stone at Stonehenge, and found be- 
neath it only the burnt bones of cattle. 
The Druids were not sun-worshippers, 
but they were astronomers, and because 
of their skill in this science, and their 
attention to it, they were accused of 
being idolators by ignorant observers 
and reporters of their activities. 
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One of the Druids of early Christian 
times writes as follows: “Christ, the 
Word from the beginning, was from 
the first our teacher, and we never lost 
His teachings. Christianity was a new 
thing in Asia, but there never was a 
time when the Druids of Britain held 
not its doctrines.”—Taliesin, the Arch- 
Druid. 


Without going further into the 
Druidie doctrines, which we might do 
with profit, if time and space permit- 
ted, we may say this: Druidism and 
Christianity had two fundamental 
principles in common: the immortality 
of the soul and the vicarious atone- 
ment. 


The doctrine of the Logos was not 
new to the Druidic priests when it was 
propounded to them by the first mis- 
sionary to preach in Britain, Joseph of 
Arimathea; and even the name of Jesus 
was already in their language, and they 
understood readily what the missionary 
meant when he named Jesus as that 
Word, as the vicarious atonement, as 
the “Star” that should come out of 
Jacob, as the Messiah Who had long 


been expected. 


Even the cross was one of the sym- 
bols of the religion, and formed a part 
of the symbolism of the priesthood. So 
when the Christian visitors to England 
mentioned the cross, it was not new 
to the people. 


In other words, a reception commit- 
tee was awaiting the coming of Chris- 
tianity to Britain, and the first mis- 
sionary (Joseph of Arimathea) was a 
relative of Jesus Himself. The first 
converts were members of the royal 
family whose line can be traced to 
Brutus, who arrived in Britain in the 
year 1103 B. C. 


Christianity was destined to ascend 
the Throne in the only free nation left 
in the world at that time. And it was 
through St. Paul that Christ reigned 
from the British Throne. 


With an understanding of these facts 
we are now ready to pursue the line 
of thought further in an early issue of 
The Defender and examine the effects 
of Paul’s visit to England on one of 
his most important missionary tours. 
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6¢¢‘XO to now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall 
come upon you. Your riches are cor- 
rupted, and your garments are moth- 
eaten. Your gold and silver is canker- 
ed; and the rust of them shall be a wit- 
ness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it were fire. Ye have heaped 
treasure together for the last days.” 
James 5:1-3.

It is no exaggeration to say that he 
is one of the best informed men at the 
Nation’s Capital today. 

Out of his rich experience in dealing 
with the intricate problems of govern- 
ment, particularly those problems 
which relate to international finance, 
Mr. Brumback has just published a 
book under the striking title “America 
Awake.” ; 

Page 37: “Macaulay, the great Eng- 
lish statesman and historian, nearly a 
century ago, foresaw these conditions 
coming when he said that the United 
States would be as fearfully plundered 
and laid waste by barbarians in the 
20th century as the Roman Empire was

the Huns and Vandals who ravaged the 
Roman Empire came from without, and 
that our Huns and Vandals would be 
bred within our country by our own 
institutions.” 


Caught in the Trap 


Millions of American citizens do not 
know what readers of the Defender 
have learned—namely, that the nation’s 
present plight is not the result of na- 
tural disorders.

“It reduces the people’s Treasury 
Department and the Bureau of Print- 
ing and Engraving to the position of 
a Job Printing House for the Private 
use of Bankers.” 

Mr. Brumback shows that Paul War- 
burg, an alien-born Jew, who was sent 
over from Germany to put this plan 
into operation, was the guiding genius 
behind the whole thing. 


Warburg was president of Kuhn, 
Loeb and Company at the time—Wall 
Street’s Jewish banking concern which 
is ‘intimately identified, in the public 
mind, with the Russian revolution and 
the program of world-wide Commun- 
ism. 


After Wilson’s masters had succeed- 
ed in getting the Federal Reserve Act 
passed by both houses of Congress, 
Warburg boasted: “I have had the suc- 
cess which comes to few people, of 
starting an idea and starting it so that 
the whole country has taken it up and 
it has taken some tangible form.” 


Bear in mind, these are the words 
of a man who had become a natural- 
ized citizen only a short time before. 

It is Mr. Brumback’s opinion that 
the Federal Reserve Act was the in- 
strument used by a ring of internation- 
al despoilers for PURPOSELY 
BRINGING ABOUT THE DEPRES- 
SION. 

Parenthetically, it should be remark- 
ed that without the depression and the 
wide-spread unemployment resulting 
therefrom, it would have been impos- 
sible for Jewish Communism to have 
gained its present foothold in the Uni- 
ted States.

It is to the credit of the author that he 
has: produced not only a very interest- 
ing discussion of the subject of money, 
but one that is so clearly and simply 
presented that it can be readily under- 
stood by those who know nothing about 
finance. In his preface, Mr. Brumback 
states that his effort was to make real 
to the average man and woman the 
very grave economic, social and poli- 
tical condition in which our Country 
now finds itself, and adds: 


“I trust that those who read this 
book will not content themselves with 
inerely reading it, but will acquire a 
knowledge of the salient facts, so that 
they may instruct and inspire others 
to organize and strike a decisive blow 
for national restoration.” 

The book is well constructed for this 
purpose. It begins by quoting the pre- 
amble of the Constitution of the United 
States, several passages from the De- 
claration of Independence, and a sig- 
nificant statement of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s. 

Then it briefly discusses the ques- 
tion as to whether our nation can en- 
dure, and lays a groundwork of present 
conditions which plainly indicates the 


challenge to the perpetuity of our 
American institutions. 


_ Shall minorities rule the great Amer- 
ican majority in the future as they 
have in the past? That is the issue, 
and the author asks, “Shall a few per- 
sons be permitted to destroy those prin- 
ciples of government which made the 
Republic great, or shall America be 
owned, ruled and controlled by the 127 
million who inhabit it?” He then pro- 
ceeds to give all of the facts and infor- 
mation necessary for an understand- 
ing of how the government can be pro- 
tected. 


Unfortunately, the exploitation of 
this country by alien interests is as- 
sisted by the general belief that depres- 
sions are natural and inevitable. Ten 
great depressions have come upon the 
American people, six in the last century 
and four, thus far, in the present cen- 
tury.

The author has not been content 
merely to state the facts of the case, 
but has produced, apparently through 
laborious research, an array of docu- 
mentary evidence in support of almost 
every statement made. In fact, ap- 
proximately half of the book consists 
of quotations from prominent Senators, 
Representatives, economists and other 
authorities, clearly proving that the de- 
pression was planned and by whom. 


Financial Mysteries Explained 


In reading the second part of the 
book, “How Depressions are Planned 
and Carried Out,” one wonders how it 
has been possible to carry through such 
devilish schemes without arousing the 
public. From time to time courageous 
statesmen and others have warned the 
people; but an even more diabolical plot 
has suppressed discussion of the sub- 
ject.

If the organization and operations 
of the Federal Reserve Board are 
something of a mystery to you, 
“America Awake” will explain them 
to you. It also will amply explain 
how the Board fits into the general 
picture of world-wide financial cor- 
ruption. 


In Part III, “What Shall We do A- 
bout it?” the author presents a number 
of planks in a platform which may fur- 
nish the American voter a means of 
resistance to the attempts to destroy 
opportunity, make freedom a mockery 
and place security beyond the reach of 
the masses. He explains that the sub- 
mitted planks have been selected from 
the platforms of various political par- 
ties, and that they have had the sup- 
port of millions. 

In discussing our foreign policy, the 
book presents a contrast of the real 
reason for America’s entrance into the 
World War with the reason President 
Wilson assigned, and shows up the 
diabolical financial scheme that cost 
this country many thousands of lives

The 
author states: 

“While preying upon an unsuspecting 
public, these international bankers have 
reached out and plundered the Govern- 
ment as well. 

“T refer to government loans aggre- 
gating hundreds of millions of dollars 


made to the banks since 1929 through 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, the largest Central Bank in the 
world. Where did the Government get 
these millions it loaned the banks? 
Eelieve it or not, the R. F. C. borrow- 
ed the money it loaned the banks from 
the banks. More than that, the inter- 
est rate the banks charged the Govern- 
ment was a higher rate than the rate 
the Government charged the banks!” 


If this book could be sold and pro- 
moted through the usual channels of 
trade, there is little doubt that it would 
cause a national sensation. As it is, 
the subject matter is under the censor- 
ship. Newspapers dare not mention 
the book unless they condemn it. 


Authorities declare that not a single 
established publishing house would run 
the risk of publishing it, for fear of a 
nation-wide Jewish boycott. Yet the 
information the book contains is es- 
sential to an understanding of the 
problems that confront our Country in 
the present crisis. 





The Black Legion

NEWSPAPERS have carried de- 

tailed reports about the Black 
Legion which has operated largely 
in Michigan and Ohio. 


Sinister as this organization has been 
pictured to be, everyone knows there 
are scores of radical and subversive 
movements which are infinitely more 
dangerous and powerful than the Black 
Legion, and which are doing every- 
thing possible to set the stage for a So- 
viet dictatorship in America. 


In order to divert attention from 
these un-American and anti-American 
groups, the radicals singled out this 
group, magnified its importance, and 
by giving it large publicity, succeeded 
in creating a wave of hysteria. Yet, 
they maintain a loud silence concerning 
the hundreds of subversive movements 
which constitute a real threat to the 
existence of constitutional government. 


I do not endorse the Black Legion or 
any other organization that works un- 
der the cover of darkness. I believe in

Alexander the Great refused to sur-

good sportsmanship. We may well fol- 
low his example. 

Millions of people in America still 
believe in the American form of gov- 
ernment and are only waiting for lead- 
ership in Washington to popularize 
“Americanism” instead of “radicalism.” 


Business men would generally favor 
such a movement. They are not the 
group of merciless tyrants often pic- 
tured. Thousands of business men kept 
people employed they didn’t need dur- 
ing the depression because they wanted 
to avoid human suffering. Had the 
brakes not been placed on business by 
the late lamented indigo buzzard of the 
N. R. A., recovery would be further 
advanced and we would not have need- 
ed to mortgage future generations. 


The American Legion, various pa- 
triotic organizations, and working men 
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who are sufficiently informed to know 
how labor has been crushed under the 
iron heel of the godless, despotic dic- 
tatorship in Russia—all these will 
stand behind those political leaders who 
Gesire to preserve and perpetuate our 
system of government, which in a cen- 
tury and a half has produced the great- 
est nation in history. 


The present tendency is to laud the 
radical and appoint him to office, while 
true Americans are silenced and ridi- 
culed. 

Communism is a form of “gangrene” 
on the body politic and our own na- 
tion is already afflicted with a malig- 
nant growth of this dread malady, the 
poison of which is_ being spread 
throughout the earth.

The average high school and college 
student knows all about the baseball, 
basket ball, and football stars. His is 
a mental diet of “Tigers,” “Wildcats,” 
and other beastly things. 


The movie stars are his familiar 
friends and if he has a mathematical 
mind he can even tell you how many 
times they have been married. He can 
give you invaluable information con- 
cerning the latest developments with 
“Honey-Boy and Sassafras.” Why, he 
can even tell you about “Pop-Eye” and 
“Mickey Mouse.” 


He is not exactly unfamiliar with the 
various brands of cigarettes and fire- 
water. He may play cards and isn’t 
half bad at dancing. In the latest 
song hits, he can think of the most 
pleasant things—as for example, 
“Gloomy Sunday.” 


The young people are not taught that 
America offers opportunities which 
cannot be found in any other country 
in the world. 


There are countless open doors for 
all except those whose intellectual 
equipment is such that a mere mechan- 
ical device can take their place and 
therefore put them out of work. A hu- 
man being who uses his head can al- 
ways find something to do that a ma- 
chine can not do. If not, he ought 
to apologize to the machine. 


Strange as it seems, _ those 
who are ridiculing the “horse 
and buggy days,” are often 
the ones who belong to that age. 
Because of mental stagnation they have 
gotten behind in the march of progress 
and want to return to the days of hand 
labor. We can go back to the days of 
hand labor if we are willing to return 
to the standards of living of those days, 
but we will have to get along without 
automobiles, radios, modern homes, etc. 


The wires must be crossed. Consider 
for a moment, how the shiftless indi- 
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vidual spends his leisure time. 


He wastes hours by the radio listen- 
ing to tin-pan jazz orchestras, foot- 
ball, baseball games, prize fights, et 
cetera, ad infinitum, ad nauseam. He 
befouls his carcass with the filth of 
tobacco and saturates it with liquor. 
His mind is muddled, poisoned, diseas- 
ed, and his body does not function pro- 
perly. 

He knows no more today than he 
knew twenty years ago, but that fact 
doesn’t disturb him! It is always the 
other fellow’s fault that things are not 
going right. His mind has gone to 
seed and he thinks they are all out of 
step but him. 


As long as billions of dollars are 
transferred from the pockets of our 
citizenry to the coffers of the liquor 
men who debauch our workers and ren- 
der them unfit to be employed by any- 
one, the taxpayer will have to be just- 
ly penalized to the tune of enormous 
sums to care for the parasites.

If the proposed new social order, pat- 
terned after Russia, is adopted, it will 
be one in which Christian principles 
are ruled out, morality scouted, the 
institutions of the church and home 
relegated to the scrap heap, and our 
liberties withdrawn.

What America needs 
is not a new form of government but 
a nation-wide revival of supernatural 
religion. There will be plenty of em- 
ployment as soon as abuses are cor- 
rected by getting back to God. During 
the past two years, my evangelistic 
tours have taken me from Maine to 
California and from Canada to Mexico. 
I addressed approximately one-half 
million people during that period and 
I have not found one true born-again 
Christian, wholly yielded to God, stand- 
ing in the bread line. 

We may change every law on the 
statute books, but if we don’t change 
human hearts, our last state will be 
worse than the first. Leaders are too 
“proud” to acknowledge their need of 
God. Therefore He will humble this 
nation in the dust as He has all other 
nations that forgot Him.

The blame should not be laid upon 
our godly forefathers who penned the 
Constitution, but upon this present 
generation, whose sin-soaked minds 
and hearts have ruled out God. 


As Christians, our weapons are not 
carnal, but spiritual. Our warfare is 
not with flesh and blood, but with the 
“Prince of the Power of the Air” and 
his hosts of fallen spirits. Therefore, I 
shall now introduce you to the real 
Black Legion, the one mentioned in the 
Scriptures. 


Satan’s Black Legionnaires 


In Mark 5:1-20 and Luke 8:26-89 
there are accounts of a demon possess- 
ed maniac. 


When the Lord Jesus Christ asked 
him his name he said, “My name is 
Legion: for we are many” (Mark 5:9). 
In Luke 8:30 the answer recorded is as 
follows: “And he said, Legion: because 
many devils (literally, demons) were 
entered into him.” 


We notice three things 
passages: 

1. The name, “Legion” was not the 
man’s real name. He simply called him- 
self by that name. In reality, it was 
the demons speaking through him. 


2. The reason for this name was that 
“MANY demons were entered into 
him” (Luke 8:30). 

3. The destination of these demons 
was the “abyss.” “And they besought 
him that he would not command them 
to go out into the deep” (Luke 8:31). 
“The abyss,” is the correct rendering of 
the Greek words which are here trans- 
lated, “the deep.” 


This “Legion” of demons is directed 
by the prince of darkness—Satan him- 
self. Thus it is a “Black Legion” of 
fallen spirits which actuates unregene- 
rate men and compels them to do 
Satan’s will.

Surrendering Individuality 


This demon possessed man _ had 
yielded up his personality to a group. 
Instead of being an “individual,” he was 
now merely the tool—shall we say, the 
victim, of an organization of personali- 
ties. Instead of doing his own will he 
had yielded his will to others, and they 
were controlling him. 


Now we are getting at the 
dangerous principle behind the Black 
Legion as it operated in Michigan and 
Ohio. The individual member ceased to 
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be an individual in a true sense. He 
yielded up his right to speak and act 
as he chose, and pledged himself to 
do the bidding of the organization. 


Upon joining such a group, many of 
the members probably never dreamed 
that they might be compelled to flog 
their friends, or put men to death. The 
result of this kind of a set-up is that 
men are induced to commit crimes 
which they would never choose to com- 
mit under any other circumstances. 


There is also a sense in which the 
organization is supposed to assume 
responsibility for the crime and protect 
the criminal. Thus justice is perverted. 


Our individuality, our free will, our 
power of choice—these distinguish us 
from the animal creation. No individual 
has a right to superimpose his will up- 
on another. That is why hypnotism is a 
crime against the human race and a sin 
against God. 


God alone has a right to superimpose 
His personality upon us, and He will 
do so only with our consent. 


Therefore, the Lord said, “Swear not 
at all. . . But let your communication 
be Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for whatsoever 
is more than these cometh of evil,” 
(literally, “the evil one”). This indi- 
cates that any attempt to cause men to 
surrender their right of choice comes 
of the evil one, i. e., Satan. 


The entire nation of Russia has be- 
come a gigantic Black Legion in 
which every individual must surrender 
his will to that of the supreme authori- 
ty. The same is practically true of 
Italy and Germany. It will be true of 
America if the trend toward dictator- 
ship continues. 


Internationai Black Legion 
When the Antichrist, the coming 
world dictator, rules, there will be an 
INTERNATIONAL BLACK LEGION. 
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Every inhabitant of the earth will be 
required to surrender his will to the 
dictator, who will be the Devil incar- 
nate. Failure to do so will be met with 
the penalty of death. 


The world stage is being set for the 
day when men shall be required to 
yield up their wills to one world ruler. 


The development of dictatorships in 
Europe constitutes one of the signs of 
the approaching of that day. The fed- 
eration movement among apostate ec- 
clesiastical leaders is another sign. 
The Blue Eagle with its proposed 
boycott was one of the ~ signs.

we AND the common people heard 
him gladly.” Mark 12:37. 


Communism charges that the Church 
represents the wealthy classes. That 
may be so to some extent in parts of 
the world where Church and State are 
one. 


But here in Canada and the United 
States there are no State churches, and 
foreigners who make such charges sim- 
ply do not know Church conditions on 
this side. 


If I know anything about it, the 
churches here for the most part, repre- 
sent the poor, or shall I say, the 
middle classes. Comparatively few rich 
men identify themselves with the pro- 
gram of Christ. 

Communism has stirred up a class 
spirit. There was a time when we lived 
together in peace, but now employer 
has been pitted against employee, the 
poor against the rich, laboring classes 
against those of the various profes- 
sions, blacks against whites, religion- 
ists against atheists, etc. Never has 
there been the like before. Would to 
God we could get rid of this class spirit 
which has been fostered by Commun- 
ism, and work together. Peace would 
then be assured. 

It seems to me that the time has 
come for civilized Governments to take 
action and I would like to suggest two 
lines of procedure. 


I. 


Those who advocate the overthrow of 
the government by violence, revolution 
and bloodshed, and advocate another, 
should be deported to the country 
whose government they endorse. The 
Communist who believes in Commun- 
ism as the best form of government 
should be made to live in Russia so as to 
“enjoy” its benefits(?) to the full. The 
Fascists who believe in Fascism should 
be deported to Italy, and the advocates 
of Nazism to Germany. These are all 
foreign products and do not belong to 
American soil. 

If this were done we would soon get 
rid of the foreign element now advoca- 
ting and agitating for changes in gov- 
ernment, and our own people would 
settle down and work out their destiny 
by peaceful means. 


We believe in our churches and we 
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want them left open. To us, family life: 
is sacred and desirable. Our established 
institutions meet our ideals. Some of 
the sinister forces, however, despise all 
this and are working for their destruc- 
tion. Therefore, they should be sent, I 
say, to the countries where our type of 
institutions do not exist, to the govern- 
ments under which they can be hap- 
py(?). 
II. 


In the second place, it seems to me 
that laws should be enacted and en- 
forced against any movement or 
organization advocating the overthrow 
of the government by force, since we 
are a democracy and believe in consti- 
tutional and parliamentary methods of 
reform. 


What right has anyone to denounce 
the hand that feeds him and to agitate 
for the overthrow of the government 
that gives him protection? Surely a 
man who belongs to such a society 
should not be allowed to openly propa- 
gate his theories. His actions should 
be considered criminal. 


In Russia there is but one party. 
Let anyone there begin to protest or 
advocate a change and see how far he 
will get. 


He knows perfectly well that the 
severest punishment would be meted 
out, that in all probability it would 
mean his death. Why then should this 
be allowed in democratic nations? 


“Make no mistake,” exclaimed a con- 
verted Communist, “Communism is out. 
for the death of every active Christian 
in the country and none will escape, 
neither ministers or laymen.” 


Hence there can be no compromise. 
New is the time to act. Soon it will 
be too late. Therefore my appeal to 
those in authority.

SPOKANE, Washington is adopting 
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imagination ‘to whom people became 
subjected through superstition and fear. 


The Romans acquired their mytholo- 
gical ideas largely from the Greeks. 
In Rome, however, the “god” became 
increasingly coarse, physical and vul- 
gar because of the materialism and 
militarism of the people. The Greeks 
were more visionary and idealistic than 
the Romans! 


Notwithstanding the loss of spiritual 
knowledge that resulted from centuries 
of apostasy, the careful student finds 
many great truths behind’ the 
Grecian mythologies, which have to 
do with God’s message in the heavens. 
Indeed, we are able to remove the ver- 
biage and, in the light of modern astro- 
nomical discoveries with our Bibles 
open, understand the original message 
of the heavens. 


At the present moment we are in- 
terested in that part of the Gospel in 
the Stars which relates primarily to 
the events predicted to take place dur- 
ing the end-time of this age. It is a fact 
that the nremillennial doctrine of the 
Lord’s return is recorded in the con- 
stellations above our heads. 


In the present discussion, space is 
available to deal with only one phase 
of this tremendously important subject. 


As I write I have before me a book 
on astronomy, used in high schools, 
which explains the consteilations from 
the viewpoint of latest scientific knowl- 


edge. We shall turn to it for refer- 
ence purposes. It is entitled “Seeing 
Stars”. 


Satan V 


This is February. At this time of 
the year, the constellation of Draco is 
visible in the Southern skies. The an- 
cients who charted the heavens, re- 
ferred to this group as a huge snake 
or Dragon. 


Draco comprises a long trail of stars 
between the Big Dipper and the Little 
Dipper. In mythology, he is described 
as a great Dragon. Astronomers call 
this constellation “the Dragon Stars”. 


Draco’s enormous head, body and tail, 
winding across the heavens, singularly 
reminds one of a large serpent. 


From the dawn of history, these 
stars have been regarded as represent- 
ing Satan. The Bible atso repeatedly 
designates the fallen Lucifer as a Dra- 
gon and a Serpent. 


“And there was war in heaven: Mi- 
chael and his angels fought against 
the dragon; and the dragon fought 
and his angels, and prevailed not; 
neither was their place found any more 
in heaven. And the great dragon was 
cast out, that old serpent, called the 
Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the 
whole world: he was cast out into the 
earth, and his angels were cast out 
with him.” 

Ages before Lucifer, the exalted 
archangel, lifted his haughty heart in 
defiance of God, his existence as Satan 
was therefore anticipated in the con- 
stellation of Draco. 


“How art thou fallen from heaven, 
O Lucifer, son of the morning! How 
art thou cut down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations! For thou 





hast said in thine heart, I will ascend 
into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God: I will sit also 
upon the mount of the congregation, in 
the sides of the north: I will ascend 
above the heights of the clouds; I will 
be like the most High. Yet thou shalt 
be brought down to hell, to the sides 
of the pit.” 


Lucifer’s threat to attack the Throne 
of God in the “sides of the North” 
probably referred to the North Star. 
David said his help “cometh neither 
from the east, nor from the west, nor 
from the south’; this leaves only one 
direction—North! 


“Seeing Stars” says: “There is a 
huge clock up in the sky which never 
needs winding. It tells the seasons, 
the months, and the hours of the night. 
The center of its dial is the North 
Star. The Little Dipper is the marker 
or hand.” 


The story of Christ’s temptation in 
the wilderness shows clearly that Sa- 
tan yearns to rival our Lord in matters 
pertaining to power and authority. He 
wants to be coronated ruler of the uni- 
verse. 


Any map of the heavens will show a 
little family of stars just beyond the 
head of Draco, easily visible to the 
naked eye, called Corona. A new star 
flashed into visibility in this constel- 
lation, on May 12, 1866. 


This group is known to astronomers 
as the “Northern Crown” because the 
formation resembles a crown, when 
viewed above us. 


The reptile head of Draco may 


always be seen pushing toward this 


crown, thus typifying the efforts of 
Satan in tempting Christ, when he tried 
to usurp the authority which belongs 
only to our Lord. 


Antichrist 


Students of Bible prophecy generally ) 
agree that during the closing scenes 
of this age, a Superman, completely 
animated by Satan, will step forward 
as a world Dictator. 


The prophetic Scriptures give numer- 
ous details about this powerful per- 
sonage. He is called by many titles— 
“Man of Sin”, “Scn of Perdition”, “the 
Beast”, “Lawless One”, “Bloody and 
Deceitful Man”, “Man of the Earth”, 
“Spoiler”, “Destroyer of the Gentiles”, 
“Profane and Wicked Prince of Israel’, 
“Idol Shepherd”, “Antichrist”, etc. 


Turning again to the heavens, we 
find that the ancients made provision 
for exactly such a character. The con- 
stellation of Cetus, or Leviathan, typi- 
fies Antichrist in the same manner that 
Draco represents Satan. 


On a clear February evening, Cetus 
may be seen near the Pleiades. The 
Encyclopedia Britannica says: “Cetus, 
‘the Whale’, in astronomy, a constella- 
tion of the southern hemisphere, was 
fabled by the Greeks to be the monster 
sent by Neptune to devour Andromeda, 
but which was slain by Perseus.” 


While this group of stars is often 
known as Cetus, it is more frequently

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called Leviathan, which means “sea 


monster”. 


It is a remarkable fact that one of 
Antichrist’s titles in the Bible is Levi- 
athan! There can be no doubt that those 
who charted the heavens in olden times 
knew, by divine wisdom, that just be- 
fore the second coming of Christ, 
a monster of iniquity would arise in 
the earth who would be the very em- 
bodiment of the Dragon. Therefore 
they gave this constellation the identi- 
cal name by which he was to be known 
later in the Bible. 


Isaiah, looking down the vista of the 
centuries, saw the time when Christ 
would return to break the power ‘of 
Satan and consign Antichrist to the 
bottomless pit. Under inspiration, he 
wrote: 


“In that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall pun- 
ish Leviathan the piercing Serpent, 
even Leviathan that Crooked Serpent; 
and he shall slay the Dragon that is 
in the sea.” (Isaiah 27:1) 


The Student’s Commentary makes 
the following comment on this passage: 
“The day of indignation will be the 
day of God’s wrath against, and de- 
struction of, Leviathan the Antichrist.” 


Chapter 41 of the book of Job is 
devoted entirely to a description of the 
Antichrist under the title of Leviathan. 
Some commentators pass over this re- 
markable passage, thinking it is only 
a poetical description of a crocodile. 
It hardly seems likely that inspiration 
would have devoted 34 verses to the 
mere description of a water animal. 


Moreover, the phrasing is such that 
it could not possibly refer to a cro- 
codile. A careful reading of the 
chapter shows plainly that Job knew 
the language of the stars, was inform- 
ed regarding the constellation of Levi- 
athan, and knew that the knowledge 
thus acquired pointed to the coming of 
the world’s most vicious man. 


Notice the first two verses: “Canst 
thou draw out Leviathan with an 
hook? Or his tongue with a cord which 
thou lettest down? Canst thou put an 
hook into his nose? Or bore his jaw 
through with a thorn?” 


Here the iron strength of the Anti- 
christ is described. In the third verse 
Job asks: “Will he speak soft words un- 
to thee?” The term “soft words” reminds 
us of Daniel’s prophecy that the Man 
of Sin will be a master diplomat, thus 
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“HIEROGLYPHICS IN THE} 


gaining great power through the use 
of “flatteries”. 


Daniel says that Antichrist “shall 
confirm a covenant” with the leaders 
of the Jewish nation. In Job 41:4 we 
read concerning Leviathan: “Will he 
make a covenant with thee?” How 
could these words be applied to a cro- 
codile? 


The Antichrist is pictured as a war- 
lord. Compare this fact with Job 41:8, 
“Lay thine hand upon him, remember 
the battle, do no more.” Verse 10, 
“None is so fierce that dare stir him 
up.” This blends with Revelation 13:4, 
“Who is able to make war with the 
Beast?” 


Among other passages in the chap- 
ter which refer unmistakably to the 
Antichrist, the following should be 
noted: “Who can come to him with his 
open bridle?”... “His teeth are ter- 
rible round about”... “Out of his 
mouth go as lamps, and sparks 
of fire leap out”.... “His breath kind- 
leth coals, and a " flame goeth out of 
his mouth”... “His heart is as firm as 
a stone”... Verses 25 to 28 refer en- 
tirely to the Antichrist and the last two 
verses are equally emphatic: “Upon 
earth there is not his like: he is king 
over all the children of pride.” 


Leviathan in the stars is always as- 
sociated with the sea. He was visualized 
heavens. 
Now, read the following description of 
Satan and Antichrist, recorded in Reve- 
lation 13:1, “And I stood upon the sand 
of the sea, and saw a Beast rise up out 
of the sea... .” 


Revelation 13:2 and 4 explains how 
Satan will control the Antichrist: “And 
the Dragon gave him his power, and 
his seat, and great authority. And they 
worshipped the Dragon which gave 
power unto the Beast.” 


The doom of the Beast at the second 
coming of Christ is described by David 
in Psalms 74:14 as follows: “Thou 
brakest the heads of Leviathan in 
pieces.” 


The Bride 


Many will remember the story of 
Andromeda in their fourth and fifth 
readers at school. 


Andromeda is pictured as a beauti- 
ful woman with flowing hair, bound 
by chains on the sea shore. The sea 
monster is always shown coming up 
out of the water to devour her. In 
great art galleries, pictures of Andro- 
meda drawn from Grecian mythology, 


* are among the bestliked paintings of 


the world. 


In the heavens, Andromeda is situa- 
ted between Leviathan (Antichrist) and 
Draco (Satan). 


According to the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica, the people who first studied 
the stars believed that, “To satisfy 
Neptune, who had been offended, An- 
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dromeda, chained to a,rock, was ex- 
ee to a sea monster. gf 


“The most famous feature of the 
astronomical constellation is the Great 
Andromeda Nebula—the brightest of 
the spiral nebulae. It can be seen with- 
out much difficulty with the naked eye 
and recognized by its diffused appear- 
ance. It is an ‘island universe’ probably 
containing millions of stars and of the 
same general nature as our own stellar 
system, though apparently of some- 
what smaller dimensions.” 


The story of Andromeda, as told by 
the ancients, may be summed up as 
follows: 


After being bound by chains, Levia- 
than came to kill her; before the plot 
could be carried out, Perseus dashed 
through the air at rapid speed, by the 
use of flying sandals, and released her; 
they were married; the sea monster was 
destroyed; Perseus took her back home 
with him, and they lived happy ever 
after .. 


The constellation of Perseus is slight- 
ly nearer to the stars of Andromeda 
than either Leviathan or Draco. 


In this message from the heavens, 
Andromeda clearly typifies the Church, 
the Bride of Christ, and Perseus repre- 
sents Jesus Christ Who will release the 
saints at the time of the Rapture— 
thus delivering them from the clutches 
“a the Antichrist and the Great Tribu- 
ation. 


Perseus, flying through the air to 
catch away his bride, shows that the 
wise men of old knew about the coming 
of Christ in the air to take His Church 
out of the world. Perseus destroying 
Leviathan coincides with Revelation 20: 
2, “And He (Christ) laid hold on the 
Dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years.” 


To those who have newer been initi- 
ated into spiritual truth, the thought of 
the Church being suddenly lifted out 
of the earth, may seem fantastic at 
first glance. But to “children of the 
light” it is a “BLESSED HOPE”’4

Jesus The Good Shepherd 
John 10:1-16 
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Golden text: “I am the good shep- 
herd; the good shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep.”—John 10:11. 


nue believers (verse 4) are foot- 

marked, “they follow Him”; they 
are_ear-marked “they know His voice”; 
and they are love-marked, “they love 
one another” (13:35). 


The sevenfold characterization of the 
Gospel (verse 9): (1) The simplicity 
of the Gospel, “I am the door”. Christ 
is possessed of both divine and human 
nature, and is thus a door swinging 
outward and inward, allowing God to 
come to man, and man to go to God. 


(2) The exclusiveness of the Gospel, 
“by Me”. There is no other way. God 
is not found apart from Christ. 


(3) The inclusiveness of the Gospel, 
“If any man”. The door is open to 
all; “whosoever will may come”. 


(4) The condition of the Gospel, 
“Enter in”. He who would enjoy Christ 
must come to Christ. The fold furnish- 
es refuge only for those who enter. 


(5) The safety of the Gospel, “he 
shall be saved”. Christ furnishes se- 
curity (v. 28). 


(6) The liberty of the Gospel, “shall 
go in and out”. Just as the sheep had 
the shepherd’s care in both the confine- 
ment of the fold and the liberty of the 
hillside, so believers are under the care 
of Christ in both movements of rap- 
turous fellowship with their Lord and 
in times when thought must center on 
what we term the temporalities of liv- 
ing. In for safety and out for ser- 
ho we go in to hear, we go out to 
tell. 


(7) The satisfaction of the Gospel, 
“and shall find pasture”. What won- 
drous meadows of truth are furnished 
the flock of Christ! 


The Good Shepherd died to save the 
sheep (10:11); the Great Shepherd 
lives to guide the sheep (Heb. 13:20); 
and the Chief Shepherd is coming to 
receive the sheep (I Pet. 5:4). 


Christ is the WAY (follow Him); 
the TRUTH (learn of Him); the LIFE 
(abide in Him) — John 14:6. 


A sickly sheep will follow anyone. 
It is only sick believers who go off 
with Christian Science, Russellism, etc. 
Be healthy; abide in Him.

The Power Of Jesus Over 
Death 


John 11:23-28; 32-44 





Golden text: “I am the resurrection, 
and the life.’—John 11:25. 


Soc 15 certainly implies that if 

He had been present Lazarus 
would not have died; not because of 
the importunities of the sisters, but 
because, in the presence of the person- 
al LIFE, death could not have reached 
His friend. 


It is beautifully congruous to the 
Divine decorum that in the presence of 
the Prince of Life no one is ever said to 
have died. I suppose you have no- 
ticed that Jesus broke up every funeral 
He attended in the days of His flesh. 


Jesus here (verses 25-26) presents 
Himself as the source of resurrection 
for the dead, and life for the living. 
We find clearest interpretation of these 
verses when we think of Jesus looking 
past the grave of Lazarus to that glor- 
ious hour when He would return for 
the resurrection of those from the 
dead, and the glorification of the wait- 
ing living. 


Of those who die, He says, “He that 
believeth on Me, though he die, yet 
shall he live.” Of those who will be 
living and waiting for Him, at the 
time of His advent, He says, ‘“‘Whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth on Me, shall 
never die.” 


BELIEVE and: (1) See the glory of 
God (verse 40); (2) All things are pos- 
sible (Mk. 9:23); (8) And ye have 
«woo Ces TEE). 


The world says: “Seeing is believ- 
ing.” Jesus says: “Believing is see- 
ing.” But the believing must be ac- 
cording to the will of God, believing the 
truth as it is in Jesus. No man can ev- 
er believe a lie and “see the glory of 
God.” 


“Thou hearest me always.” (v. 42). 
Does He hear you? 


Why should Jesus mourn the dead 
(v. 35), knowing in a few minutes 
Lazarus was to come forth? Would 
you know why Jesus was grieved? 
Then put together verses 4, 15, 25, 
26. See also verses 21, 32, 38, 37, 39. 
It was because of their little faith. 


There was not room in the road, at 
the same time, for death and the Lord. 
Death could not get past Him. Neither 
can it do so on the long roadway of 
time that merges into eternity, because 
He is the Resurrection and the Life.

The New Commandment 
John 12:20-83; 13 :34-85 
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Golden text: “A new commandment ! 
give unto you, That ye love one anoth- 
er; as I have loved you, that ye also 
love one another.” John 13:34. 


JT was not in Mary’s mind to anoint 

her Lord for burial (John 12:7). But 
as the time was so near at hand when 
that office would have to be performed, 
and she was not to have that privilege 
even after the spices were brought for 
the purpose (Mk. 16:1), He lovingly 
regards it as done now. 


Verse 15. Jesus is never spoken of as 
the King of the church. He is only 
King in His relationship to Israel. To 
the church, He is the Glorious Head of 
the Body, or the Bridegroom. 


Revelation 15:3 speaks of “king of 
saints,” but it should be translated 
“king of ages.” Believers in this dis- 
pensation are nearer than subjects of 
a King; collectively we are the King’s 
bride and shall “reign with Him” in 
His coming kingdom. 


Verse 21. They would see Jesus, 
would they? Yet a little while and 
they shall see Him in a manner that 
they dreamed not of! The middle wall 
of partition that keeps them out of the 
commonwealth of Israel is on the eve 
of breaking down (v. 32). 


John 12:24. We often use the words 
“gone to seed”. 


That is one of the chief purposes of 
God in creating life—vegetable life, 
animal life, human life: that it shall go 
to seed and be reproduced in continuing 
life. The life that does not go to seed 
ends with itself. 


To be sure, going to seed is an un- 
attractive process; perhaps that is why 
the expression is used with Such con- 
tempt. Many centuries before Jesus 
said this (v. 24), the Holy Spirit pro- 
phesied of Him that He Himself, of 
His own free will, should “go to seed” 
and die, that He might bear much 
fruit; He should have “no form nor 
comeliness, and when we see Him there 
is no beauty that we should desire 
Him” (Isa. 53:2). 


Life, to be transmuted into a higher 
form, must first die. The grain of 
wheat dies in order to live again. In 
like manner, we must die to sin in or- 
der to partake of life eternal. 


Love is the keystone of Christianity. ~ 
God is love. The atonement for sin is 
rooted in love. “God so loved that He 
gave”. No true Christian ever harbors 
hate for his brother or ill will toward 
his neighbor.

THE REVELATION OF JESUS 
CHRIST. By Rev. J. C. Sisemore. Pub- 
lished by Manney Printing Company. 
Pages 148. Price 50 cents. 


HIS book of twenty sermons on the 

Book of Revelation was written by 
the pastor of the Tabernacle Baptist 
church of Amarillo, Texas. 


They are expository sermons with an 
evanvrelistic appeal, and have been 
preached at Sunday evening services. 


There are different views of the 
interpretation of the Revelation, but if 
we let the hook be its own interpreter 
we shall not go wrong. Revelation 1:19 
provides the kev in sunplyine three 
divisions, “The things which thou hast 
seen, and the things which are, and 
the things which shall be hereafter”. 


The first refers to the Son of Man in 
His glory, as John was seeing Him; 
the second refers to the church, for 
Chapters Two and Three are taken up 
with letters to the seven churches of 
Asia, and typify the whole Church 
Age; the third begins with the fourth 
chapter, and deals with the things 
which shall occur after the close of the 
Church Age. Great blessings are 
promised to those who read or hear the 
Book read. 


Jesus dictates letters to the scven 
churches of Asia through which He 
foretells what is to happen to the 
Church during the centuries to come. 
There were seven of these letters and 
there are likewise seven church ages. (1) 
The Apostolic church, which was just 
beginning to lose its first love; (2) the 
persecuted church of the first three 
centuries: (3) the church married to 
the world; (4) the adulterous church 
of the Middle Ages; (5) the church of 
the Reformation period, none of whose 
works have been completed; (6) the 
Philadelphian church, the “true church 
within the professing church” which 
has kept His word and has not denied 
His name; (7) and the Laodicean 
church of the present day, self righte- 
ous, and void of spiritual power. 


After the letters are finished the 
scene changes, a door is opened in 
heaven, and the invitation to “come up 
hither” is given. John is transported 
above the earth-plane and sees a 
throne, just as the true Church will be 
when her Lord comes for her, when all 
ereated things in all the Universe will 
lift their voices in a paean of praise to 
Him that sitteth on the Throne. 


Next, the seven-sealed book is to be 
opened bv the only one found worthy 
to open it—the Lamb on the Throne. 
Immediately the Great Tribulation be- 
gins to take shape on the earth. 


The white horse rider, the head of the 
revived Roman Empire takes charge 





of world affairs, and in his wake fol- 
low war, pestilence, famine, and death. 


Then come God’s terrible judgments 
as the sixth seal is opened, like unto 
the plagues of Egypt, followed by the 
trumpets and greater judgments under 
the seventh seal, until it would seem 
that human flesh could endure no more, 
yet we are told they shall seek death 
and not be able to find it. Yet they do 
not repent of their sins! 


Satan inecarnates himself in the Ro- 
man ruler, who has previously made a 
covenant with the Jews. Now the 
Tribulation begins in all its fury, the 
covenant is broken, and the Jews feel 
the full blast of the storm. 


Together with the Antichrist, the 
head of the great religious system of 
the world, the Man of Sin, Satan in- 
carnated, leads the armies of the world 
to Armageddon and to doom. Babylon, 
religious and political, falls. 


Christ comes with the hosts of 
Heaven, overcomes the Beast and 
chains him in the pit. 


Together with His bride, Christ sets 
up His kingdom, and they reign with 
a rod of iron for a thousand years. 
Peace and happiness for all mankind 
result. Finally Satan is released, rebels 
again, and is destroyed. 


All the dead who were not raised at 
the first resurrection are then brought 
forth and judged, the wicked destroyed, 
and Christ turns the Kingdom over to 
God for the aions to come. 


Mr. Sisemore has rendered a real 
service in thus unfolding the book of 
Revelation, with special regard to its 
message for the final period of this age 
which the human family is at this time 
entering.

MY ROBBER CAPTAIN. By C. G. 
Kilpper. Published by Wm. B. Eerd- 
mans Publishing Company. Pages 166. 
Price 50 cents. 


HERE is a true story, written by 
the man who lived it, and narrated 
in such compelling and fascinating 
style that the reader will resent any 
interruption of its perusal. 


Mr. Kilpper, a missionary under the 
Basel Missionary Society of Switzer- 
land to southeastern China, was taken 
captive by a band of Communist rob- 
bers while with his family at a summer 
home in the mountains near Kaying, 
and with two other men was held for 
ransom, living for many months in the 
midst of danger and death, suffering 
untold hardships and privations. 


Yet, like Paul, he was able to testi- 
fy, “Most gladly will I glory in my 
weakness that the power of Christ may 





rest upon me... for when I am weak, 
then I am strong”. Though faith and 
courage sometimes faltered, never were 
they entirely lost. 


Mr. Kilpper’s first move was to be- 
come acquainted with the robber cap- 
tain. This he did by inquiring his name 
and introducing his own. Soon they 
were calling each other “Uncle”, and 
the first battle was won. Since the 
ancient Chinese belief still prevails 
that foreigners are not human, but 
animals that have no name, the rob- 
bers felt justified in attempting to de- 
grade them, and treated them as pigs. 
But after the intimacy attached to the 
calling of Mr. Kilpper “Uncle”, the 
robber captain accorded him _ better 
treatment. 


Whenever stops were made the 
prisoners were lodged in Chinese 
homes, usually the very poorest. He 
had terrible experiences with vermin, 
rats, and filth, for the Chinese peasants 
believe that prosperity is driven away 
from a home if dirt is removed at any 
time except the New Year. 


He writes, “The deepest truths of 
God’s plan of salvation you do not learn 
from books, but in the midst of the 
difficulties of life. When all around 
you fails, when human help is far 
away, and your inner being opens up 
to receive the ineffable, unfathomable 
gift from above, the hour of God is 
come.” 


As time went on he was allowed 
more freedom, and came in contact 
with the residents of Dragon-Pond, the 
village where he spent most of the 
time. Many interesting side lights are 
given relative to the customs and super- 
stitions of the Chinese peasants. 


Everyone that is taken ceptive by 
the robbers is ridiculed and disgraced, 
and is called a “pig”? because a certain 
value is placed on him. He is regarded 
as a “fool of fate”, one of those poor, 
forsaken creatures who must suffer 
because of some crime he has com- 
mitted, and all who see him have a 
right to ridicule and persecute him. 


But the people of Dragon-Pond, suf- 
fering so much themselves at the hands 
of the robbers, came to look upon Mr. 
Kilpper with sympathy. He made some 
real friends whom he ‘succeeded in 
leading to Christ. 


Ransom money was at last raised 
for the three missionaries, but the 
robbers maintained that it was too 
little and only Mr. Kilpper was liber- 
ated. Government soldiers surrounded 
the robber empire and broke it up, and 
after ten months Mr. Walter and Mr. 
Fischle were able to bribe their guards 
and for a small sum of money were 
led to freedom in the night. 
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The book is not only intensely inter- 
esting and thrilling, but it is valuable 
because of first-hand information of 
conditions in China, and is inspirational 
because of the deep faith manifested 
by the author.

It is the Mother of Civilization, and 
the nations that have accepted it have 
made the greatest progress. The ones 
that have rejected it are the ones 
groaning today, and there is a definite 
relationship between the present world 
distress and spiritual conditions. 


Every collapse in the material realm 
is preceded by collapse in the spiritual 
realm. The cost of crime last year in 
the United States was estimated at 
fifteen billion dollars, and there is a 
definite connection between this and 
the neglect of God’s Word in the last 
generation.

the Spanish Defenders Testimony 
during the year 1936, we can truly 
quote David’s saying, “Thou crownest 
the year with thy goodness.” 


“Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 
Praise His Name! 


Spanish Defender messengers are de- 
veloping new rural preaching-points 
where souls come regularly and accept 
Christ as their personal Savior. Beck- 
oning hands are inviting us to new 
communities, more rapidly than we are 
prepared to meet the requests. 


Eight new Defender chapels have 
been born into this missionary field 
during 1936 and over 1,000 persons 
have publicly decided for Christ in our 
Gospel meetings. Most of these souls, 
men and women, are now active work- 
ers for Christ on this Island. 


At San Juan, Guayama, Rio Piedras, 
Carolina and Canovanas we have bap- 
tized more than 100 believers and there 
are, in other places like Maunabo, new 
converts ready for baptismal services. 


As a by-product of this “Gospeliz- 
ing” campaign, hundreds of persons 
have been clothed through the generos- 
ity of Defender Readers who have sent 
quantities of second-hand garments to 
the Wichita Headquarters to be for- 
warded to us. 


Through radio work we have taken 


the good news into the homes of un- 
believers, also to neighboring count- 
ries where station WNEL is heard per- 
fectly. Spanish people like music and 
speeches by radio. Often, in isolated 
rural districts, as many as 200 persons 
will hear a Gospel program through a 
single receiving set. 


Thousands and thousands of tracts 
were prayerfully distributed during 
1936—and many Bibles, Testaments, 
Gospels, and sound books were freely 
given to persons unable to pay for 
them. We know God’s Word shall not 
return unto Him void, but it shall ac- 
complish that which it pleases, and it 
shall proper in the things whereunto 
He sent it. 


Our greatest treat in 1986 was Dr. 
Winrod’s return visit to this Field.

At Touching Sneident 





ft bape creaking wheels of a very rick- 
ety old wagon announced the ar- 
rival of visitors one morning soon after 
the work was finished. 


As we peeked from the windows and 
doors we saw an antique covered wa- 
gon; “antique” because its wheels were 
almost off, and “covered” because of 
three poles bent across it from side to 
side with old sacks and rags stretched 
between the back two, to provide a lit- 
tle shade for the one who lay on a 
few sheepskins in the bottom of the 
springless vehicle. 


It was this one, a young man of 
twenty, in whom we were most interes- 
ted, for he was recognized as a brother 
of an Indian named Lilly, who had been 
to the Mission several times. We es- 
pecially recalled how proud he had been 
in his bright red shirt at Christmas 
time, and now we could scarcely be- 
lieve our eyes, for he was so thin and 
emaciated that recognition was diffi- 
cult. The old man driving the wagon, 
accompanied by a shy girl of twelve, 
explained the reason for their visit, 


which was something like this: 


“About three and a half months be- 
fore, he had fallen from a horse and 
hurt his side.” (We remembered, for 
Miss Hartwick, the nurse of our Mis- 
sion station had treated him and recom- 
mended hospitalization.) He grew no 
better. It still hurt, so they had gone 
over to Hotevilla to have the old Hopi 
medicine man ‘sing’ over him. He had 
located the trouble, an evil spirit in his 
back, which could be removed for the 
price of two pounds of coffee and a 
goat. The spirit came out in the form 
of a bone about an inch long and he 
would get well now. But it hurt the 
boy so to ride in the wagon. Would 
the missionaries take him home in the 
car?” 


Miss Hartwick agreed to make the 
trip (thirty-five miles each way), so 
he was placed on some sheepskins in 
the shade of our one cottonwood tree 
until we were ready to start. 


As we looked to see where the evil 
spirit had come out, we saw nothing 
save broad shoulders with skin so 


tightly drawn that every bone, shoulder 
blades, ribs, and vertebrae projected. 
Evidently a rib had broken. and punc- 
tured a lung, for every indication 
pointed to Tuberculosis, including the 
short gasps of breath which came from 
the diaphragm at the rate of about 
seventy a minute. We were to take 
him home, where he will lie on the hard 
ground on a few sheepskins until the 
angel of death comes for him. 


There was just one ray of light in 
the whole picture. He had heard the 
Gospel. He had learned to believe it. 


“Yes, I know Jesus is my Saviour,” 
he said. And we rejoiced that this 
one was not going out into a dark, 
hopeless eternity, but we thought of 
the thousands of others in this land 
who have no hope of eternity, who die 
on a lonely hogan floor, fearing death, 
and there is no way for them to hear 
of the Saviour. 


Will you pray with us, that soon 
all may have an opportunity to hear, 
and that the hogan floor, as a death 
bed, may be replaced with proper care 
in a Christian environment?

Mrs. Revere, a deeply religious 
woman, also a native of Liberia’s Kru 
tribes, says in a recent letter: 


“My husband and I are both very 
happy in the service of the Lord. My 
chief interest is in the welfare of the 
girls and women. In our mission we are 
training them in Bible knowledge and 
for best standards of living. 


“Many are destitute of clothing. Yet 
they are ambitious, desirous to learn. I 
am teaching them how to sew dresses, 
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We have need of several 
machines and clothing ... .” 


Sewing machines and garments sent 
to Wichita Headquarters, for this pur- 
pose, will be made into a large ship- 
ment and forwarded to Liberia. Special 
steamship rates are available for mis- 
sionary service of this kind and for 


sewing 


this reason the costs are not prohibi- 
tive.

N the last twelve months Rev. and 

- Mrs. Arthur Pain, Cuban mission- 
aries, have held over 900 Gospel ser- 
vices in their Havana mission, evan- 
gelistic tent, and by radio. 


During the same period, they distri- 
buted more than 50,000 tracts. ‘heir 
mai] shows that the daily radio broad- 
casts were heard in twenty-one coun- 
tries. 


“We have seen God’s hand working 
in_ mysterious ways His wonders to 
perform,” says Rev. Pain in a letter. 
“We recently had a blessed service with 
souls saved, and after the meeting one 
of our best Christian believers told us 
‘goodbye’ as usual and went home re- 
joicing in her Saviour. Just forty-five 
minutes later she was ‘called home’ to 
be with the Lord. At her funeral ser- 
vices, about fifty responded to the in- 
vitation to accept Jesus. 


“One who very firmly made a de- 


cision for Christ across her casket, 
was her son for whom she had prayed 
earnestly for several years. We great- 
ly miss her but are so happy to know 
she was ready to go. 

“Just two weeks later a little child 
of the Sunday School, who had learned 
to love Jesus through our work, was 
also ‘called home’. She died singing 
‘Jesus Loves the Little Children’. 
Through her death her atheist father 
rer the whole family have been conver- 
ted. 

“Many Christians in the United 
States do not realize that this Island, 
just a few miles from their shores, is 
one of the most needy mission fields 
in the world.”

Golden text: “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me.” John 14:6. 


HRIST is the WAY to the Father,

Not “peace” but “MY 
PEACE”; a peace that has been proved 
under the most difficult circumstances. 
He brought this peace into flesh, car- 
ried it around in His own person, died 


to make it ours, left it as the heritage 
of His disciples upon earth, implants 
and maintains it by His Spirit in their 
hearts.

His clothes fell 
to the soldiers; His mother He left to 
the care of John. 


But what should He leave to His 
disciples, who had left all for Him? 
Silver and gold He had none; but He 
left them that which was infinitely 
better— His peace.

I will come to 
take you to it (I Thess. 4:16-17). See 
the Bride living in this beautiful home 
which has been finished (Rev. 21:9.
